His Imperial Majesty’s Government having given due consideration to the 
Memorandum embodying the proposals of Her Britannic Majesty’s Government 
on the subject of the Revision of the Treaties, now desire to submit their own 
views with reference to the several matters therein set forth. 
| His Imperial Majesty’s Government hope that the Revised Tariff agreed to at 

the Preliminary-Conference will be adopted without further discussion or modifi- 
cation, It is a compromise of many interests, not always identical, arrived at 
after much patient study, and any disturbance of a part of such a bargain will 
probably entail a general reconsideration of the whole question, and consequently 
much loss of valuable time. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government concur in the belief that previous notice 
of a reasonable length (say six months) should be given to the Public before 
any changes in duties or rates can come into effect. They are also of opinion 
that the question of Customs or Trade Regulations, Bonded Warehouses and 
Drawbacks, and Light, Harbour, and Tonnage Dues should be dealt with at the 
same time as the Turiff, or at least as soon as possible. 

While His Imperial Majesty’s Government are willing to emaut to the view 
of Her Britannic Majesty’s Government, that the opening of the whole Empire 
to Foreign Trade, Commerce, and Residence, with the right of holding real 
- property there, would justify Japan in claiming to be admitted to the enjoyment 
of Tariff Autonomy, they cannot admit the inference that Tariff Autonomy is the 
principal matter to be considered in connection with the opening of the Empire. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government are, however, willing to make. the 
resumption of Tariff Autonomy contingently dependent upon"the opening of the 
Empire, but without relinquishing the belief that in any arrangements having the 
latter object in view, the question of jurisdiction must necessarily be paramount. 

The Japanese Government wish Foreign Powers clearly to understand that 
they would willingly give further concessions to Foreign Trade, and would with 
pleasure welcome Foreigners freely to every part of the Empire, but the difficulty 
for Japan is that Foreign Powers will not yet accept the complete submission of 
their subjects and citizens to the territorial courts of Japan, the recognition of 
which principle the Japanese Government must still insist on as necessary before 
the complete opening of the Empire to Foreigners. :Theyfirmly believe that the 
entire relinquishment of foreign consular jurisdiction, and the opening of the 
whole Empire to Foreign Trade, Commerce, and Residence should be simultane- 
ous, and considerations of national interest and security will not permit them to 
open the Empire under any other arrangement. 

While, however, reserving thejr determination not to throw open the whole 
scape edt pce ge surrendered, the Japanese Government 


—— 
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steps towards gradually bringing about this desirable change. They are, there- 
fore, prepared to establish for Foreign Trade and Mixed Residence a certain 
number of Accessible Ports (say three or four) at such points as may be considered 
most desirable for commercial purposes. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government desire to meet the wishes of Her Britan- 
nic Majesty’s Government as well as those of the other Treaty Powers, and will 
inaugurate a new Passport System, whereby Foreigners may, on the recommenda- 
tion of their Representatives or Consuls, obtain passports, good for any period 
not exceeding twelve months, directly from the chief authority of the Ken within 
which either the open or accessible port may be-situated. These passports will 
permit the Bearers to travel throughout the Empire for all lawful purposes, with 
the single exception that the holders thereof shall under no circumstances enter 
into commercial transactions while in the interior. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government are further willing that for a period of 
ten years Japanese subjects may freely charter foreign vessels to visit and trade at 
unopen ports, under a system framed in general accordance with the proposal 
made by the First Delegate of Japan at the Preliminary Conference. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government propose that the duration of the 
Commercial Convention shall be ten years, and that at the end of nine years or 
thereafter, either party shall have the right to terminate the same upon giving 
twelve months’ notice to the other. 

Taking note, however, of the declaration of Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Minister, that Great Britain has no desire to perpetuate her Consular Jurisdiction 
in Japan, and of his statement that she will be willing from time to time to 
discuss with Japan the measures which may best lead to its prudent and gradual 
disappearance, the Japanese Government will agree that when they exercise this 
right, they will at the same time throw open the whole Empire to Foreigners, 
provided the Powers agree to the entire abolition of their Consular Jurisdiction. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government, however, must ask the Foreign Powers 
to engage to revise this Commercial Convention, in order to introduce in it such 
changes as experience may prove advisable, in case they are prevented by causes 
and circumstances not at present foreseen, from terminating the same at the 
expiration of the term of ten years, ) 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government consider that the concessions which they 
are now prepared to make are of such a nature, that certain arrangements touching 
jurisdiction in a limited degree must necessarily be made, in order to secure the 
advantageous enjoyment by foreigners of the privileges connected therewith ; 
and they therefore trust that Her Britannic Majesty’s Government will readily 
perceive the reasonableness of the plan proposed, and that they will not find it 
difficult to acquiesce in the arrangements for carrying it into effect. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government must ask that Foreigners im Japan shiall 
obey the Administrative, Police, and Local Regulations of the Country; that in 
cases of infringement of those Regulations, the punishment whereof does not 
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exceed a fine of 30 yen, or imprisonment for 10 days, or both, the Japanese 
Tribunals shall adjudicate, while in cases beyond those limits the Japanese 
Authorities shall deliver the offender to the Consul of his nationality at the 
nearest open port for trial and adjudication according to those Regulations. 

While His Imperial Majesty’s Government believe that inconveniences 
would be felt, unless an uniform system for the enforcement of these Regulations 
be maintained, and therefore wish to extend it to the present open ports, in 
deference to the representations of Her Britannic Majesty’s Minister, as well as to 
those of others, and fearing also that delay might be occasioned in the conclusion 
of the Commercial Convention if this point were presently insisted upon, they 
will not include the existing open ports in the above arrangement. They adopt 
this course, however, upon the understanding, that the Treaty. Powers will agree 
to enter into negotiations upon the subject at any time after the conclusion of the 
Commercial Convention; and with the further understanding that this exception 
in no way affects or lessens the obligations of Foreigners at the present open ports 
to observe Japanese Administrative, Police, and Local Regulations. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government desire it well understood that the right 
of arrest of Foreigners committing any crime or offending against any laws or 
regulations in any part of the Empire shall, in all cases, rest with the Japanese 
Authorities. In exercising this right the Japanese Government will of course 
respect the domiciliary ‘rights of foreigners, and otherwise be careful to avoid any 
abuse of the power. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government further desire that civil cases involving 
smounts not exceeding Five hundred yen, and arising out of transactions between 
Japanese and Foreigners at the accessible ports, shall be adjudicated by the 
Japanese Courts, without regard to the nationality of the plaintiff or defendant. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government regard these arrangements as essential 
not only to the maintenance of order, but also as an aid to the successful ad- 
vancement of the general plan of treaty revision. By their practical operation 
the Japanese Courts will, on the one hand, be enabled to accustom themselves to 
deal with foreign interests, while, on the other, foreigners will gain confidence in 
Japanese law and its application, A means will thus be afforded, during the 
transitory period which will elapse before the entire opening of the Empire and 
the resumption of jurisdiction, of gradually placing Japanese and Foreigners in 
a position which will render further advances both natural and easy. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government also wish it clearly understood that 
when Foreigners exercise or engage in any industrial or manufacturing business 
at the open or accessible ports, they shall of course pay the same license dues or 
taxes as Japanese subjects may be required to pay under similar circumstances. 

Foreigners belonging to ships chartered by Japanese will not be entitled to 
trade at unopen ports: while on board ship they will be subject to their national 
law and jurisdiction ; on shore they will be in the same position as other Foreign- 
ers in Japan, and subject to like conditions as regards Japanese Regulations. 
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His Imperial Majesty’s Government desire that the disciplinary power on 
board ship shall belong to its Captain, whether the vessel be Japanese or Foreign, 
and without regard to the nationality of the crew. 

His Imperial Majesty's Gevernment will endeavour in concert with Foreign 
Powers to make all necessary and reasonable arrangements with reference to the 
improvement of the municipal systems of the settlements, the holding of real 
property by Foreigners within certain limits, including the present settlements, to 
be hereafter determined, and the readjustment of rents therein, with the view to 
assimilate them with the general system of land taxation. In this connection, it 
is necessary to observe that in case foreigners become entitled to hold landed 
property uuder the above arrangement, they shall do so subject to the Japanese 
law of land tenure. 

The Japanese Government will also be willing to discuss with Foreign 
Powers the admission of Foreigners to form Commercial Partnerships with 
Japanese subjects or to hold shares in Japanese Industrial or Commercial Com- 
panies, provided, however, that these Firms or Companies, shall be Japanese and 
subject solely to the jurisdiction of Japanese Tribunals. | 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government still hope that Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Government will reconsider the opinion they have expressed regarding the most 
favored nation clause, with the view to meet, to some extent, the desire of the 
Japanese Government on the subject. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government concur in the views expressed by Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Government with regard to the protection to Patents, Trade- 
Marks, and Inventions, They are also willing to defer the consideration of those 
subjects until after the conclusion of the Commercial Convention, if considered 
advisable. 

His Imperial Majesty’s Government trust that these proposals may commend 
themselves to the Treaty Powers and may form a basis for a mutually advantageous 
agreement with reference to the questions involved. 
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His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of 
Japan and 
equally desirous of maintaining the rela- 
tions of good understanding which hap- 
pily exist between Them by extending 
and increasing the intercourse between 
Their respective States; and being con- 
vinced that this object cannot better be 
accomplished than by revising so much 
of the Treaties between the two Countries 
as relates to Commerce and Navigation, 
have resolved to complete such a revision, 
based u rinciples of equity. and 
mutual benefit, and, for that purpose, . 
have named as Their Plenipotentiaries, 
that is to say: His Imperial Majesty — 
the Emperor of Japan, 


who, after having communicated to each 
other their full powers, found to be in 
good and due form, have agreed upon and 
concluded the following Articles :— 


Art. I. 


After due notice shall have been given, 
all the duties on imports to Japan hither- 
to paid and collected shall cease to be so 
paid and collected, and, in lieu thereof, 
the schedule of import duties hereunto 
annexed and made a part of this Conven- 
tion shall be enforced and shall be bind- 
ing upon the High Contracting Parties 
and Their subjects respectively. 

The due notice herein provided for 
shall be held to mean the notification 
given to the Public by the High Con- 
tracting Parties, respectively, of the 
tariff schedule hereunto annexed, im- 
mediately upon the conclusion of this 
Convention, and shall comprise the time 
elapsing between the signature hereof 
and the exchange of ratifications.

It is understood by the High Con- 
tracting Parties that the Japanese Go- 


vernment is free to maintain at the rates 
already provided for by treaty, to decrease, 
or to remove altogether any or all of the 
duties upon exports from Japan hitherto 
paid and collected. 


ART. III. 


The High Contracting Parties have 
agreed to the Regulations which are 
hereunto annexed and made a part of 
this Convention, providing for the con- 
trol and management of the Customs 
and—Bonded Warehouses, and for the 
establishment of a system of Light 
and ‘Tonnage Dues. 

The seales of fees, dues, and fines con- 
tained in the said Regulations shall not 
be altered, nor shall the Regulations be 
otherwise changed, except by’ mutual 
agreement of the Contracting Parties. 


Art. IV. 


From the date of the exchange of the 
ratifications of this Convention, and upon 
the conditions hereinafter named, the

For the carrying into effect the Juris- 
dictional Stipulation of the 
Convention o 


PREAMBLE. 


Whereas, it having been provided by 
Article V of the Convention concluded 
between Japan and the 
Treaty Powers, that, from and after the 
date of the exchange of: the ratifications 
of that Convention, the Japanese Au- 
thorities at the ports of......... p edbansse ; 
and , and in the interior of the 
Empire, shall have jurisdiction to hear 
and determine all cases of infringement 
by the subjects or citizens of the Treaty 
Powers, at those ports or in the interior 
of the Empire, of the Administrative, 
Police, or Local Regulations of Japan, 
wherein the penalty incurred does not 
exceed 30 yen fine, or 10 days imprison- 
ment, or both; 

And, whereas, it having been also 
provided by Article Vi of the said Con- 
vention, that Japanese Courts at the 
aforesaid ports shall have jurisdiction to 
hear and determine civil actions, wherein 
foreign subjects or citizens are defendant, 
and wherein the amount involved, exclu- 
sive of costs, does not exceed 500 yen ; 

And, whereas, it is further provided by 
Article Vi of the said Convention, that 
the same practice shall be extended to 
the ports already open to fureign trade 
and residence as soon as practicable, and 
in the manner provided by the said 
Article; 

Therefore, the following Regulations 
for carrying into effect the jurisdictional 
stipulations of the Convention to which 
they are annexed have been aoa gn 
by the Japanese Government and ac- 
cepted by the Treaty Powers, upon the 
understanding that they shall go into 
effect and be enforced with reference to 
the ports of......... } seeiunes , and 
and the interior of the Empire, as soon 
as the Convention before mentioned shall 
go into effect; and, except as otherwise 
provided, with reference to the ports at 
present open to foreign trade and resi-

dence, as soon as the arrangement con- 
templated by Article VI of the said Con- 
vention shall have been put into opera- 
tion. 


Art. I. 


In the event that any foreign subject 
or citizen shall be tried by a Japanese 
or Foreign Tribunal on account of the 
violation of the Administrative, Police, 
or Tocal Regulations of Japan, such 
Tribunal, shall, in the adjudication of the 
Case, observe and enforce, so far as the 
liability or exemption of the offender is 
concerned, the General principles of the 
Japanese Criminal Code applicable in 
that behalf. If, however, the Regulations 
which have been so violated contain any 
provisions on this head, the said provisions 
shall be observed and enforced in place 


of the aforesaid @eneral ‘principles. 


Art. II. 


In the cases provided for in the 24 
clause of the 4 Article of the Convention 
to which these Regulations are annexed, 
if the Public Prosecutor, after having 
made an investigation, is of the opinion 
that the character of an offense is such, 
that the penalty for the same will not 
exceed ‘Imprisonment for ten days or a 
fine of thirty yen, or both, he shall 
institute prosecution in the appropriate 
Japanese Court, 

If, on the other hand, the -Public 
Prosecutor is of opinion that the character 
of the offense is such that the penalty 
for the same will exceed the above 
mentioned: limits, he shall institute 
prosecution in a court of the offender's 
nationality, in accordance with the 34 
clause of the At Article of the said 
Convention, 


Arr. Il. 


If the direct penaliy for violations by 
foreigners of Japanese Administrative, 
Police, or Local Regulations does not 
exceed the limits hereinbefore mentioned, 
Japanese Courts shall not be prevented 
from exercising jurisdiction, at the same 
time, over accessory penalties, such as 


: 


forfeiture of articles, or equivalents to 
be collected for lost articles subject to 
. forfeiture, whatever may be the amount 
of such forfeitures or equivalents. 


Arr. LV. 


With reference to the trial in Japanese 
Courts of violations by foreigners. of 
Japanese Administrative, Police, or 
Local Regulations, and of civil cases in 
which foreigners are parties and which 
come within the jurisdiction of such 
Courts, the entire proceedings, from the 
preliminary investigation to the final 
execution of judgment, shall be in accor- 
dance with Japanese Law. 


Art. V. 


Where a foreigner has been sentenced 
by a Japanese Court of competent juris- 
diction to pay a fine for the violation of 
Administrative, Police, or Local Regula- 
tions, but fails to pay such fine and goes 
to one of the open ports, the Court which 
pronounced judgment shall transmit the 
same for execution to the appropriate 
Japanese Court at such open port, which 
shall have power to compel the offender 
to pay the fine, or, if he refuses or fails to 
do so, to substitute therefor an equivalent 
imprisonment. | 


Art. VI. 


Where judgment has been rendered 
in a civil action against a foreign 
subject or citizen by a Japanese Court 
of competent jurisdiction, and the defen- 
dant refuses or fails to satisfy the judg- 
ment and to one of the open ports, 
the Court, if the defendant does not leave 
sufficient property. within its jurisdiction 
to satisfy the judgment, may request and 
obtain, from the Court of his nationality 
at the place to which he has gone, satisfac- 
tion of the same out of any property 
which he may have there. 


Art. VII. . 


It heing provided by Ja law 
that in the case of refusal or fai ire to 
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pay fines, imprisonment may be substi- 
tuted therefor at the equivalent rate of 
one day of imprisonment for one yen of 
fine, the same principle may be ~ 
by Japanese Courts in thie case of fereign 
offenders refusing or failing to pay fines, 
even although the term of imprisonment 
thus substituted exceeds the limit of ten 
days designated in the Convention to 
which these Regulations are annexed. 


Art. VIII. 


In case a Japanese Court entertains 
a prosecution brought against a foreigner, 
and, upon trial, is of opinion that the 
penalty should exceed imprisonment for 
10 days or a fine of 30 yen, it shall de- 
clare its want of jurisdiction in the pre- 
mises, and shall direct prosecution to be 
instituted in the appropriate Foreign 


Court. 


Art. LX. 


In case a Foreign Court entertains a 
prosecution brought against a foreigner 
who is acensed of a violation of the 
Administrative, Police, or Local Regula- 
tions of Japan, such Court shall exercise 
jurisdiction and pronounce judgment, 
whatever may be the amount of the 
penalty found upon trial to be leviable. 


Art. X. 


If the presence of a foreign subject or 
citizen is required as @ witness in pro- 
ceedings before a Japanese Court, such 
Court shall have the right to compel his 
attendance by communicating its desire 
to the Foreign Court having jurisdiction 
over him, 

In case a Foreign Court requires the 
presence of a Japanese subject as a witness, 
it shall have the right to compel the atten- 
dance of such witness by communicating 
its desire to the Japanese Court having 
jurisdiction over him, — 

In the accessible ports and in the 
interior, however, Japanese Courts may 
directly summon foreign subjects or ci- 
tizens within their jurisdiction as wit- 
nesses, 


Art XI. 


All documents submitted by foreign 
defendants or suitors in proceedings 
before Japanese Courts shall be so 
submitted in the Japanese language; or, 
if in a foreign language, shall be accom- | 
panied by Fad 


panese translations. 


Arr. XII. 


Japanese Courts shall permit foreign 
attorneys and counsellors at law to 
practice before them, provided the like 
privilege is extended by the Courts of 
such practitioners’ nationality to Japanese 
attorneys and counsellors at law.

For the charter of Foreign Vessels. 


. Arr. lI. 


For a period of ten years hereafter, 
Japanese subjects shall be permitted to 
engage in the conveyance of passengers 
a, between all ports on the coasts 
of the Empire, by means of foreign vessels 
chartered in accordance with these Regu- 
lations. 


Arr. II. 


All foreign vessels chartered accordin 
to these Deeultione shall be call 
“chartered foreign vessels,” and no ‘vessel 
shall be permitted to avail of the provi- 
sions of these Regulations, save such as 
are bona fide chartered by Japanese sub- 
jects alone, under a charter-party in 
which no foreign subject or citizen is 
either directly or indirectly interested 
as charterer or partener in the business to 
be transacted under the said charter. 


Art. ILL. 


Any Japanese subject who intends to 
charter a foreign vessel under these Re- 
ulations shall apply for permission to 
the Department of Agriculture and Com- 
merce, through the local authorities of the 
port of registry, by a written application, 
accompanied by a draft of the contract to 
be — with the owner or agent of the 


vessel, 
Art. LV. 


The said application shall contain the 
following particulars :

(7) Nationalities and names of the 
members of the crew. 

(k) The object of charter (whether 
for the carrying trade of the coasts ge- 
nerally, or between certain regular ports.) 

(/) The amount for which the vessel 
is to be chartered, 

(m) The duration of the charter. 

(n) Port of registry. 

Of the above particulars those regard- 
ing the vessel, the master, the officers and 
the crew are to be certified by the Consu- 
lar officers of the country to which the 
vessel belongs. 


Art. VY. 


When the conditions of the contract 
for chartering a foreign vessel are found 
proper, the Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce shall approve the same. and 
issue a license to that eff effect, called the 


“letter of approval,” upon the payment 
of a license fee of 50 yen. 


Art. VI. 


In addition to the license fee provided 
for in the preceding article, chartered 
foreign vessels shall annually pay ton- 
nage dues at the rate of two fifths of 
such dues as are levied upon foreign go- 
ing vessels in this behalf. 

‘Such fees shall be payable in advance 
to the Customs of the port of registry. 


Arr. VII. 


The term of the contract for chartering 
foreign vessels shall not exceed twelve 
calendar months. At the expiration of 
the time of charter, the letter of approval 


’ 


shall be returned to the Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce through the 
Local Authorities of the port of re- 
gistry. 

When the contract is renewed, the 
license fee specified in Article V shall be 
again paid, and a renewal of the letter of 
approval shall be applied for in the same 
manner as for the original letter. 


Art. VILLI. 


Foreign vessels must be chartered in 
whole, but not in part. 


Art. IX. 


Chartered foreign vessels shall carry 
a flag of the design Annexed to these Re- 
gulations to indicate that the vessel is 
chartered by a Japanese subject. 


ArT. X. 


Chartered foreign vessels shall not be 
permitted to carry mails, 


Art. XI. 


Chartered foreign vessels shall only be 
permitted to engage in the carrying trade 
of the coasts, but not to visit any foreign 
port; when going abroad the letter of 
approval shall be surrendered to the Cus- 
toms Authorities of the port of clearance, 
and a regular clearance shall be made at 
a treaty port. 

In such case fees or duties already 
paid shall not be returned, and the vessel 
shall pay the usual clearance fees. 


- Arr. XII. 


Chartered foreign vessels shall have 
designated as their = of registry a port 
open to foreign trade. 


Art. XIII. 


So far as regards ship’s papers, mani- 
fests of cargo, bills of health &c., char- 
tered foreign vessels, when entering or 
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clearing from treaty ports, shall be subject 
to the same rules and regulations as are 
provided by the Customs Regulations in 
the case of other foreign veiealls 

Upon entering an unopen port, such 
papers, including the letter of approval, 
shall be shown, or, if required, deposited 
with the local officials of the port; and, 
on clearing from such ports, the same 
rules as are enforced in this regard, as 
well as in all other respects, in the case 
of Japanese vessels, shall be binding upon 
chartered, foreign vessels. 


Art. XIV. 
Record books shall be kept by the 


pursers of chartered foreign vessels, in 
which shall be given the description, 
value, and quantity of the goods shipped 
in, and discharged from the vessels at all 
ports; as well as the names and addresess 
of the consigners and consignees ; and the 
record shall, at every time of shipment 
and discharge, be verified by the Custom 
House Authorities of treaty ports or the 
Local Authorities of unopen ports, as the 
case may be, under their official seals, and 
shall be submitted for inspection to the 
Custom House Authorities of the port of 
registry on the return thereto of the ves- 
sels; or, when such vessels clear for a 
foreign port, at the termination of the 
charters, to the Customs Officials of the 
port of clearance. 


ArT. XV. 


Before foreign vessels once chartered 
by Japanese subjects clear for foreign 
ports, all such goods as may have been 
shipped at any port while the vessel was 
so chartered, shall be examined by the 
Custom House Authorities of the port of 
clearance, and the export duties hanen 


shall be paid. 


Arr. XVI. 


Unless provided with regular pass- 
ports, the heclet members of the crew 
of chartered foreign vessels, except the 
master, and the off 


cers thereof, shall not 


be permitted to land at unopen ports, 


and they, only when required to do so on 
account of their duties. All foreign sub- 
jects and citizens belonging to such ves- 
sels are prohibited from engaging at 
unopen ports in ‘commercial transactions 
of any kind, whether by contract or in 
any other way. 


Arr. XVII. 


Chartered foreign vessels shall, in the 
same manner as the national vessels of 
Japan, observe, in addition to the 
present Regulations, the Regulations re- 
garding shipping, navigation, harbor, 
customs, ice, health, and all such 
other administrative ilations as have 
been or may be hiniealhas issued by the 
Japanese Government. A violation of 
any of these Regulations shall be punished 
by the penalties therein provided, and, 
in addition, by the forfeiture of the 
letter of approval, at the discretion of the 
Minister of Agriculture and Commerce. 

Any violation of Article VII hereof 
shall render the charter-party so entered 
into null and void, and shall subject 
offenders to a fine of not less than 50 nor 
more than 500 yen. 

Any violation of Article X hereof 
shall forfeit the charter-party, and shal! 
render all goods attempted to be shipped 
abroad in violation of the provisions 
thereof liable to summary forfeiture, and 


shall, in addition, 3 offenders to a 


fine of not less than nor more than 


500 yen. 

Violations of Article X IT hereof, so far 
as regards clearance both from open and 
unopen ports, shall be punished as pro- 
vided in the Customs lations. 


Any violation of Article XIII hereof — 


shall subject offenders to a fine not less 
than 50 nor more than 500 yen, and to 
the forfeiture of the letter of approval, if 
deemed necessary. 

Any violation of Article XV hereof, 


shall subject offenders to a fine not. less 
than 3 nor more than 30 yen, or to im- 


ergo not exceeding 10 days, or to 
such fine and imprisonment. 
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Art. AVITI. 


It shall also be at the option of the 
Minister of Agriculture and Commerce, 
when it is deemed necessary, to place 
Customs, Police, or other Officers on 
board of chartered foreign vessels, during 
a voyage, or when in port.

PRELIMINARY. 


i* In the following Regulations when 
the term “port” is used, without more 
particular description, it shall be held to 
mean a port open to Foreign Trade. 

2"* In the following Regulations the 
term “ship” or “ ent shall be held to 
mean national ships trading between 
Japan and foreign ports and all foreign 
vessels. 

3" In the following Regulations the 
term “‘master” (of a ship) shall be held 
to be the person for the time being having 
or taking charge or command of the ship, 
without regard to his actual title. 

4" In the following Regulations the 
term “goods” shall be held to comprise 
all the goods on board a ship, with the 
exception of passenger’s baggage and 
ship's stores; “‘passenger’s baggage” shall 
mean such articles as are for the personal 
use of passengers, and “ship’s stores” 
shall mean supplies provided for subsis- 
tence and consumption on board. 

5" When the term “importer” is used 
in the following Regulations, it shall be 
held to include the owners of goods im- 
ported, as well as the consignees, and their 
respective agents; and the term “exporter” 
shall be held to include the owners of 
goods exported, as well as the consignors 
and their agents, areg aah 

6" In the following Regulations when 
time is expressed as Fimited by the hour 
or day Customs Holidays are excluded; 
if by the month or year, such holidays are 
included, 


REGULATIONS. 
Art. I. 


The master of every ship arriving at a 
port shall answer any question relating to 
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2 


the ship, cargo, passengers, crew, or 
voyage that may be put to him by the 
Customs Officer who boards the ship, and 
shall fill up the entries in the boarding 
book, under a penalty of 25 yen for refu- 
sal to comply with either of these require- 
ments, 


Arr. LI. 


The Customs Officers may board. any 
ship, arriving at any port, and stay on 
board until all the goods laden therein 
shall be duly delivered therefrom, or until 
the departure of such ship. They shall 
have free access to every part thereof, 
with power to fasten down and lock or 
seal hatchways or entrances to the hold, 
and to lock up, seal, mark or otherwise 
secure any goods on board such ship. 
Should any obstruction be offered to the 
officer discharging his duty on board or 
should the master of any such -ship, on 
board of which any officer is stationed, 
neglect or refuse to provide every such 
officer sufficient accommodation, the mas- 
ter of such ship shall pay a fine of 25 yen 
for every such offence. The foregoing 
provisions shall apply in all respects to 
all vessels, hulks and store ships used for 
the storage of cargo. 


Arr. III. 


Every ship arriving at a port shall be 
entered at the Custom House within 48 
hours of her anchoring, in the followin 
manner, that is to say: the master shal 
fill up the entry report, he shall also 
present the import manifest of the ship’s 
cargo; also, a receipt, signed by the Con- 
sul of the nation to which the ship be- 
longs, viz: the register, or other document 
in lieu thereof, and the clearance permit 
of the port whence she arrived. Should 
there be no such Consul the ship’s papers 
shall be deposited at the Custom House. 

The manifest shall set forth the ship’s 
name, description, nationality, the name 
of the master, the tonnage, the name of 
port whence arrived, the date of sailing, 
the date and time of arrival, the marks, 
numbers, quantity and description of 
her cargo, the names of the shippers, the 


’ 
name of the port of destination, and the 
names and addresses of the consignees of 


cargo. | 

The master shall certify and affirm the 
same to be true, and shall sign his name 
thereto, and a list of the ship’s stores 
signed by the master shall be filed with 
the manifest. Should there be two or 
more pérts of discharge, the manifest 
“shall contain separate lists of the goods 
to be discharged at each port. The 
foregoing provisions shall apply to all 
ships that shall not have left the port 
within 48 hours of anchoring, even 
though no cargo may have been dis- 


charged or shipped. 
Art, IV. | 


If such master shall fail to make due 
entry at the Custom House within the 
time prescribed by Art. III., he shall 
pay a fine of 100 yen; and should such 
neglect be continued he shall pay the 
same fine for each period of 24 hours 
during which he shalt fail to make entry. 


Arr. V. 


If any merchandise be found to be 
omitted from the manifest, or not to agree 
therewith, the master of the vessel shall 
pay a fine of an amount equal to the 
value of the merchandise so omitted or 
incorrectly described. 

This fine shall not, however, be in- 
curred, if it shall be proved to the 
satisfaction of the Superintendent of Cus- 
toms that such omission or incorrect 
description was caused by mistake, 

In such case the omission or error may 
’ be a or corrected on payment of 
a fee of 3 yen for each correction. 


Arr, V1. 


When a vessel has been duly entered 
inwards, as prescribed by Art. III., the 
Superintendent of Customs shall issue a 
permit to open hatches, which shall be 
exhibited to the Customs Officer on board, 
with the request for the removal of the 
seals of the on the hatches, and 
any other place containing cargo that may 
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have been fastened or sealed. Should 
the locks or seals on the hatches or other 
parts of the ship containing cargo be 
opened or unfastened, with or without 
fraudulent intent, or without the permis- 
sion of the Customs Authorities, the 
master shall pay a fine of 200 yen for 
every such offence by whomsoever the 
offence may have been committed. 


Art. VII. 


No cargo shall be permitted to be un- 
laden, shipped, or transhipped on Sun- 
days or holidays, or between the hours 
of 6 P. M. and 6 A. M. from the Ist. 
March to the Ist. October, or between the 
hours of 5 P. M. and 7 A. M. from the 
ist. October to the Ist, March, except 
by special permission of the Superinten- 
dent of Customs. 

At such times the entrance to the hold 
and to all other parts of the ship where 
pie may be stored shall be locked or 
sealed by the Customs Officers. 

If any such lock or seal shall be opend, 
broken, or removed, with or without frau- 
dulent intent, or without the permission 
of the Customs Authorities, the master

Art. VIII. 


The importer of any goods desiring to 
land them, in order to obtain a permit 
for that purpose shall make application 
to the Custom House, the said applica- 
tion to be accompanied by the invoice of 
the goods m duplicate and the bill of 
lading. 

On presentation of the permit to the 
Customs Officer on board the vessel in 
which the goods are laden, the goods may 
be unladen, and each package having 
been examined and duly stamped at 
the Custom House may be taken delivery 
of by the importer, on payment of duty 
according to the Import Tariff. The 
duplicate invoice shall be retained at 
the Custom House. In case there be no

The said invoice must exhibit a full 
statement of the time when and the place 
where the goods referred to therein had 
been purchased or manufactured, and the 
actual cost thereof, together with the cost 
of packing, commission, marine insurance, 
freight and all other thereon. 
The invoice must be signed by the owner 
of such goods, if the same have actually 
been purchased, or by the manufacturer, 
owner, or shipper thereof if the same have 
not actually been purchased, or by the 
duly authorized agent of such wl Bis 
manufacturer, owner, or shipper. 


Art. X. 


No goods unaccompanied by an invoice 
shall on any sakes ha gormited to pass 
through the Customs, unless the non- 

roduction of an invoice shall be explained 

y the importer, or exporter, as the case 
may be, to the satisfaction of the Superin- 
tendent of Customs, and unless the 
quantity and value of such shall 
have been determined by the proper 
officers, and the duty paid thereon. In 
no case will any reduction of duty thus 
paid be allowed thereafter.

Should the Superintendent of Customs 
consider the value of any | re subject to 
an ad valorem duty, as declared by the 
exporter or importer, insufficient, he shall 
call upon the importer or exporter to pay 
duty on the value determined by an 
appraisement to be made by the Customs 
appraiser; but should the exporter or 
importer be dissatisfied with the appraise- 
ment, he shall, within 24 hours thereafter, 
state his reasons in writing of such dis- 
satisfaction to the Superintendent of Cus- 
toms, and shall appoint an appraiser of 
his own, subject to the appreval of the 
Superintendent of Customs, to make a 
reappraisement and declare the value of 
the goods as determined by such reap- 
praisement.

Art. XVI. 


If any importer desires a reduction in 
duty because of damage sustained by his 
during the voyage, he must report 
e facts of the case to the Superintendent 
of Customs before taking delivery of such 
ore from the Custom House. The ~ 
toms officers shall examine the goods 
and appraise the percentage of such 
damage, and a co nding reduction of 
duty shall be allowed. 


Art. XVII. 


If the importer of any goods shall not 
within 30 days after the arrival of the 
ship importing the same make entry of 
such goods, or, if having made such entry, 
he shall not land such goods within 
days thereafter or within such further 
period as the Superintendent of Customs 
shall direct, the Customs Officers may de- 
posit such goods in the warehouse, and if

Arr. XVIII. 


Goods of an explosive, or otherwise 
dangerous nature, shall not be allowed to 
be landed or shipped, except at places 
designated for that pu rom time to 
time by the Superintendent of Customs. 


Arr. XIX. 


Foreign vessels shall not engage in the 
coasting trade; nevertheless a ship laden 
in a foreign country with estined 
for two or more ports in Japan may 
discharge a portion of her cargo at one 
port, and continue her vo to the other 
port or ports of destination, for the pur- 
pose of landing the remainder of her 
original cargo there, but shall not land 
any other goods, which may have been 
taken on board at any of the open ports. 


Art. XX. 


When cargo is to be transhipped from 
one vessel to another, an application for 
a transhipping permit must be made to 
the Customs, and upon such permit bein 
exhibited to the Customs Officers on board 
the said vessels the transhipment may be 
effected in accordance with such permit. 


Art. XXL. 


When condemned articles belonging to 
ships of war are sold, the purchaser shall 
pay duty according to the Tariff.

Prohibited goods imported or exported, 
or attempted to be imported or exported, 
shall be seized and confiscated by the 
Japanese Authorities. 


Art. XXIII. 


All opium on board any ship arriving 
at a port, otherwise than opium in transitu 
and opium for medical use on board the 


ship supply of which in the latter case 
is to three catties) shall be seized 
andg@onfiscated by the Japanese Authori- 


ties; 

Should any ship have opium in tran- 
situ on board, the master shall report the 
fact in writing to the Customs, and the 
Customs Officers on board shall seal up 
and take charge of such opium until the 
ship shall leave the harbor. 

All opium smuggled shall be con- 
fiscated, and, in addition to such confisca- 
tion, any person smuggling or attemptin 
to smuggle opium shall pay a fine of 20 
yen for every catty or portion of a catt 
so smuggled, or attempted to be ama se § 

The Ja nese Government alone has 
the exclusive right to import opium for 
medical purposes. 


ArT. XXIV. 


Exporters of goods shall present at 
the Custom House an application for an 
export permit, accompanied by the in- 
voice of the goods in duplicate: and the 
sah may be shipped, after they have 

n examined, and on payment of the 
duty in accordance with the Export Tariff, 
a permit having been issued in respect 
of the same, each package having been 
stam and the permit having been 
exhibited to the Customs Officer on board.

Art. XXV. 
The Customs Officers may examine the 
whole or any part of entered for 


exportation or importation, or may deter- 
mine the quantity of any such goods by 
weighing, measuring, or ganging a part 
wee le of them, or may take small 
portions of any goods as samples, if re- 
quired. 


Art. XXVI. 


No boats, vehicles, or porters shall be 
employed in the landing or shipping of 
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goods entered for import or export, or in 
the transhipment of goods, or in the con- 
veyance of passengers to and from ships; 
and no vessels, hulks, or storeships shall 
be used for the storage of goods, without 
first having been duly licensed by the 
Japanese Government. 

All persons engaging in such business 
of transportation or storage shall observe 
all the Regulations applicable thereto. 

All boats, vehicles, and other convey- 
ances, and all hulks and storeships, so 
employed without such license, shall be 
seized and confiscated by the Japanese 
Authorities, 


Arr. XXAVIL. 


All goods laden, unladen, or tran- 
shipped, or attempted to be laden, un- 
laden, or transhipped, without a permit 
previously obtained from the Customs ; 
and all goods removed, or waterborne, or 
attempted to be removed, or waterborne 
from the Customs premises, without 
having been duly cleared and stamped;

Ship’s stores can only be landed or 
shipped, after a permit is obtained on 
application to the Custom House, and on 
payment of the proper duties.

EXPLANATORY NOTE 
NO. 1. 
Outline of Procedure with reference to 
contraventions of Administrative, Police, 
and Local Regulations. 


By the proposed stipulations of the 
revised treaties all Pen fcr in Japan 
are subject to the observance of Japanese 
Administrative, Police, and Local - 
lations. And in every place, except the 
open ports, the Japanese Courts will 
have the right to try and to punish 
offences committed by foreigners against 
the said Regulations, where the penalty 
does not exceed a fine of 30 yen, or impri- 
sonment for 10 days, or 

Under these circumstances, foreigners 
within the jurisdiction of the Japanese 
Courts must necessarily be subject to the 


rules of procedure observed by such 
Courts with respect to inquiry into 
offences, institution of prosecutions, and 
execution of judgments. In order that 
those processes may be understood, the 
following explanation is submitted :— 


A, J URISDICTION. 


There are several kinds of jurisdiction, 
which, for the purposes of this note, may 
be briefly described as follows:— 


I. Jurisdicton according to the 
nature of offences. 


In the Criminal Code any offence 
which is punishable by imprisonment of 
from 11 days to 5 years, or by a fine 
not less than 2 yen, is defined to be a 
misdemeanor (Keizai); and any offence 
which is punishable by imprisonment 
not phate g 10 days or a fine not 
exceeding 1 yen 95 sen is designated as 
a police offence. (Jkeizai.) Consequently, 
any offence which is liable to a fine of not 
more than 30 yen, or to imprisonment 
for not more 10 days, or to both 


+) 
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such fine and imprisonment, belongs, 
according to this distinction, to the juris- 
diction of the Keizai Saibansho (Courts of 
First Instance) and to the Ikezai Saiban- 
sho (Police Courts). 

But in pursuance of Notification No. 
72 of the 12th Month of the 14th Year 
of.Meiji (December 1881), offences com- 
mitted in contravention of Administra- 
tive Regulations etc., promulgated prior 
to the issuance of the said Notification, 
shall, although they subject the offender 
to the penalties of police offences as above 
defined, be adjudicated in the Kezai Sai- 
bansho, Where there are no such 
Courts, the Courts of Justices of the 
Peace (Chi-an Saibansho) exercise this 
jurisdiction. 

The establishment of this method arose 
from the difficulty of making legal dis- 
tinctions between misdemeanors and po- 
lice offences, as the laws and regulations 
issued previous to the Notification above 
alluded to provide only the maximum 
penalties. But all offences committed in 
contravention of laws and regulations 
issued after the Notification in question 
are decided, respectively, in the Courts 
of First Instance and in the Police 
Courts, in accordance with the nature of 
the offence and the penalty provided, that 
is to say, as before stated, misdemeanors 
are adjudicated at the former, and police 
offences at the latter. But, as a general 
rule, police offences are at first summarily 
dealt with at the police stations, in 
accordance with the summary process 
for the adjudication of such dine 
The offender, if dissatisfied with the 
decision thus rendered, may go to the 
Police Court for regular trial. 


Il. Jurisdiction according to the 
localities of offences. 


Usually the Court of the place where 
an offence has been committed assumes 
jurisdiction. If the exact locality is not 
known, the Court of the place where the 
offender is arrested has jurisdiction. 
So, also, where one or more offences are 
committed in different localities, the Court 
of the place where the offender is arrested 
shall exercise jurisdiction. 


we 


Where the arrest of an offender cannot 
be made, or where the law does not allow 
an arrest,* the Court, that has first begun 
proceedings, shall have jurisdiction. 

There are other kinds of jurisdiction,+ 
but as ~" have no bearing upon the 
questions herein considered, it is not 
necessary to describe them. 

In some cases one Court may ask 
another competent Court to take juris- 
diction in a particular case. 


B. Inourry rnto OrrENces AND 
CoLLEcTION oF EVIDENCE. 


The process antecedent to prosecution 
is to ascertain the nature of the offence 
and to collect evidence. The Public 
Prosecuters (Kenji) attached to the 
Keizai Saibansho are generally charged 
with this duty. In police offences the 
Kensatsukan (ministére public) attached 
to Police Courts exercise this function. 
Those who are charged with the same 
duty, besides these functionaries, are, in 
Tokio, the Prefect of Police (in other Fu 
and in Ken, the chief local official); officers 
of gendarmerie ; chief police functionaries 
(Keishi); Police Commissaire (Keibu); 
Ward Officers, (Kucho) ; District Officers 
(Guncho); and Justices of the Peace 
(Chi-an Hanji). Where there are none 
of these officers, the Kocho, exercising 
the functions of the Judicial Police, 
performs this duty, and transmits the 
result of his investigations to the local 
Kensatsukan. 

Investigations of this nature can only 
be made where there is knowledge or 
suspicien that an offence has been com- 
mitted. As such knowledge or suspicion 
generally arises either on account of com- 
plaint or because of information, provi- 
sions are made in the Criminal Code with 
respect to such complaint and informa- 
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tion. The salient features of those pro- 
visions are as follows :— 

The injured party may complain to 
the Judge of the Court of Preliminary 
Inquiry, to the Kenji, to the Kensatsu- 
kan, or to the Judicial Police of. the 
locality where the offence has been com- 
mitted, or where the offender resides. 
When any other person has knowledge 
or suspicion of the commission of an 
offence, he may also give such informa- 
tion to any of the Authorities above 
mentioned. The Judge of a Court of 
Preliminary Inquiry, the Judicial Police 
&c., when they receive such complaints 
or information, shall transfer the same to 
the appropriate Kenji. In police offences 
the complaint and information shall be 
transferred to the Kensatsukan, or to the 
Judicial Police attached to Police Courts. 


C. IwstrrvutTion or PrRosEcvrTion. 


Upon the completion of the investiga- 
tions by the er into complaints and 


information of offences, he may submit 
the case to preliminary inquiry or direct- 
ly to public trial, according to the 
nature of the offence. If it is an ordinary 
case, involving little or no doubt, preli- 
minary inquiry may be dispensed with, 
If, however, it gives rise to difficult or 
complicated questions, it must first be 
submitted to preliminary inquiry. If it 
be merely a police offence, the Ken- 
satsukan of the appropriate Police Court 
shall put it directly on trial. 


D. Trrat. 


In misdemeanors preliminary inquiry, 
as indicated in the susaeiies fare ts 
in some cases held; in others di 
with, and the misdemeanant put tly 
on trial, This section is, therefore, 
divided into two parts, in which these 
processes are, respectively, considered. 


Partl. Pretmrary Lyourry. 


Investigations of this nature are con- 
ducted by a Judge of a Court of Prelimi- 
nary Inquiry. Public audience is not, 
as a rule, allowed, only the judge, his 
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clerk, and the party interrogated bein 
present. As proceedings of this kind 
v closely affect the rights of the people, 

the law imposes many restrictions upon 

such Courts, in order to prevent any 
possible abuse of the powers entrusted 
to them. The most noteworthy features 
to their methods are as follows:— 


I. Process with respect to persons. 


In order to summon a defendant to a 
Court of Preliminary Inquiry, the sum- 
mons appended hereto and marked “A” 
is employed. This summons, or writ, is 
intended to cause the defendant to appear 
voluntarily at the Court within 24 hours, 
Upon his appearance in obedience thereto 
the defendant must be interrogated as 
soon as possible. When, however, the 
defendant <lisregards the summons, the 

reliminary inquiry is regarded as having 
ae completed, and public prosecution 
is immediately instituted. 


Il. Process with reference to 
property. 


The Judge of a Court of Preliminary 
Inquiry may, if he deems it necessary, 
go to the place where an offence has been 
committed and may seize any article 
which will serve as evidence. He shall 
put his seal upon articles seized, and, 
making a list of them, place them in the 
custody of his clerk for safe-keeping, or 
forward them to such place as he may 
designate. Searches of this kind at the 
houses of defendants, or at the residences 
of any one where evidentiary articles are 
sup to be hidden, shall only be 
made during the day time. 

In this case the presence of the defend- 
ant or the person s ted of hidin 
evidentiary articles shall be required. 
he is absent, his relatives residing with 
him or the Kocho of the ward should be 
uired to be present. The defendant 
is also at liberty to have an agent present, 

The inspection and search being made, 

should any articles which may serve as 

evidence be found, they shall be seized 

in the manner above designated, and a 
‘ copy of the list delivered to the persons 
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present. Then the judge shall require 
an explanation of the defendant with 
respect to the articles, and all that passes 
between them shall be noted in the mi- 
nutes kept by his clerk. The judge is 
further empowered to require Postal, 
Telegraph, and Railroad Companies to 
keep and open any letters, despatches, 
or pe sent to or from the defendant 
and other persons in any way concerned 
in the preliminary investigation. 


Ill. Interrogation of the defendant, 
and of witnesses. 


When an information is laid before a 
judge of Preliminary Inquiry, he will, 
except when he shall be directly required 
to make examination with regard to evi- 
dence, issue a writ for the appearance 
of the defendant in Court; and the de- 
fendant shall at once be interrogated. 
The judge shall summon not only the 
witnesses named by the parties laying 
the information, but also any other per- 
sons who may serve, though not named 
as such, as witnesses, and interrogate 
them upon oath or affirmation. 

Witnesses are interrogated separately. 
The result of this interrogation, noted 
by the clerk, shall be read to the witness 
in order to verify the testimony; if no 
error befound, he shall be asked to sign 
and to seal the minutes of his evidence. 
If the witness should apply to alter, add 
to, or withdraw what he has previously 
testified, the interrogation shall be re- 
newed., 

If the defendant does not understand 
the aye spoken by witnesses, an inter- 
preter shall be ordered to interpret upon 
oath or affirmation. If the evidence of 
experts is required, they may be ordered 
to testify on oath or affirmation or to 
submit reports verified by oath or affir- 
mation. 


IV. Cbnelusion of the 
Preliminary Inquiry. 


When the Preliminary Inquiry has 
been completed, the judge shall transmit 
the documents in the case to a Kenji, who 
shall append his opinion thereto, and 
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then the judge shall render his decision. 

There are three kinds of decisions: 
namely, want of jurisdiction, transfer of 
the case to public trial, and release. 
When any of these decisions is rendered, 
the clerk shall transmit the text of the 
decision to the defendant. 


V. Appeals from the Preliminary 
Inquiry. : 


In case an objection as to want of 
jurisdiction be disregarded by a Judge 
of Preliminary Inquiry or any writ be 
issued in excess of his power, either or 
both of the parties may, at any time, 
present his or their protest to the Bureau 
of Consultation (Kaigi Kioku) in the 
same Court. Protest may also be pre- 
sented when the judge rejects an objec- 
tion made as to his being in any manner 
an interested party. When the result of 
the Preliminary Inquiry has been an- 
nounced, the defendant shall within the 
time fixed by law have the right to raise 
ye cecgpe thereto; the circumstances under 
which such objections may be raised 
vary. (See Art. 246, Code of Criminal 
Procedure, ) . 

Appeal to the Daishin-In can be made 
from the decisions of the Bureau of Con- 
sultion, if such decisions are considered 
contrary to law. 


Part 2. Pustic Tria. 


At public trials all proceedings as to 
interrogations, arguments, and rendering 
of sentences are conducted in a public 
manner and public audience is permitted. 

It is, however, provided that if such 
public audience at the trial of the case 
is considered to be injurious to public 
peace or morality, it may be prohibited, 
except when sentence is pronounced. 

e defendant is allowed to have coun- 
sel. Public trial begins with the sum- 
mons to the defendant by means of a writ 
issued by the clerk’s office (Shoki-kioku) 
at the request of the Kenji. This writ 
should contain the c made, with 
the addition that the defendant may 


a or send his representative to a 
ay in hie stead, within 48 


pear in Court 
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hours after the receipt of the writ. In 
case of police offences and of misde- 
meanors requiring immediate action, the 
judge may, previous to the beginning of 
the trial, be allowed to take preliminary 
evidence; that is, to search for crimnal 
proofs &. In case of misdemeatiors, 
where preliminary inquiry has not been 
held, the judge of the Court of Public 
Trial may direct the Judge of the 
Court of Preliminary Inquiry to make 
examination with reference to specified 
facts and circumstances, and to report 
the result of his investigations. 

At the opening of the Court for the 
trial, after the preliminary examination 
of the defendant as to name, occupation 
&c., the Kensatsukan shall state the 
charges made against him, 

If any notes of examinations have been 
made, or any statements taken by proper 
officials, the clerk shall then read them. 

Then the witnesses shall be called. 
The evidence, if any, taken at the pre- 
liminary inquiry shall be shown to the 
defendant and his answer or explanation 
shall be required. Thus all ible 
opportunities shall be given for full dis- 
cussion and argument with respect to all 
the facts. In the case of police offenses, 
that is to say, offenses punishable with 
detention not exceeding ten days or a 
fine not exceeding 1 yen 95.sen, the con- 
fession of the dependant may be taken 
as sufficient to convict him, without any 
other evidence, 

When arguments with respect to the 
facts have been concluded, the Kensatsu- 
kan shall give his opinion as to the law 
to be applied thereto, and then the defend- 
ant shall reply and state his defense. 
If there be a civil claim connected with 
the case, the claimant shall be required to 
rove it and to enumerate the d 
he demands; and the defendant shall 
required to reply to this. 

When all these proceedings have been 
completed, the sentence of the Court 
shall be given. 

When a defendant, who is liable toa fine 
or to a penalty of less severity, fails to 
appear in Court on the day and at the time 
stated in the summons, judgment may be 
rendered against him by default. But if 
the defendant desires to file an objection 
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to the judgment he must do so within 
three days after it has been received by 
him. hen objection is thus made, the 
first question is whether it can be legal] 
entertained or not. If it be abateinel 
the case shall be reheard. 

The parties to the trial may also appeal 
from the decision of the Coart (Code of 
Criminal Procedure, Articles 338 and 
365.) Appeals may be made from the 
decisions of Police Courts, within three 
days after they have been rendered, to 
the Keizai Saibansho ; from the decisions 
of this Court appeals may be made, with- 
in five days after they have been ren- 
dered, to to Court of Appeals. 


EK. APppEALs. 


Appeals against final judgments, ren- 
dered with respect to misdemeanors, may 
be made to the Daishinin, on points of 
law, within 3 days after the rendering of 
judgment. 

Appeals to the Daishinin should there- 
fore be confined to cases wherein, on the 
original trial, there has been an error in 
law (Art. 410, Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure). In the Daishinin, every case 
brought shall be distributed among the 
judges. The judge char with such 
special examination shall be required to 
make a written report thereon. But 
judgment shall not be rendered by the 
Daishinin in any such case, until the 
opinions and explanations of the Pro- 
secutor General, as well as of the attorneys 
for both the appellant and the appellee, 
shall have been obtained. | 

When the opinion of the Daishinin is in 
favor of the appellant, the decision of the 
original Court shall be set aside, and the 
case transferred for new trial to another 
Court of the same rank as that in which 
it was originally tried. But when the 
decision of the original Court is set aside 
merely on account of the misapplication 
of law or on questions of jurisdiction, the 
Daishinin shall exercise final and defini- 
tive jurisdiction, and render final judg- 
ment. 

Judgments of the Daishinin may in 
turn be appealed from to the Daishinin 
itself, within three days after they are 
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rendered, in case the appellant deems the 
Court has not acted in accordance with 


law and usage.

EXPLANATORY NOTE 


, NO. 2. 
General Principles of Japanese Law 
plicable when the inistrati Police, 


and Local Regulations are enforced and 
the Necessity of their Application by 
Foreign Courts. 


In case foreign Consular Courts take 
izance of infringements of Japanese 
Administrative Regulations &. by their 
nationals, and punish such infringements 
in accordance with the penalties provided 
therein, it would be expedient and con- 
enient for them to en the ral 
inciples of the Criminal Code herein- 
after recited. More iculary should 
they recognize the fun ntal principle 
that “when two laws conflict, the more 
recent shall repeal the preceding one.” 
Otherwise it might happen that foreign- 
ers would very often be subjected to 
greater disadvantages, as well as to 
severer penalties, than Japanese commit- 
ting the same offences; for, in Japanese 
Courts, the lenient practice, sought to be 
enforced by the general ‘principles of the 
Code and y by the rule above 
cited, are always applied as necessary 
incidents of criminal ure, 

For instance, if a Japanese violate the 
Regulations with to selling and 
buying medicinal opium, the offender is 

tnished, but in accordance with the 
th article of the Criminal Code, which 
provides for the ties for selling 
poisonous and strong medicines; and is 
subjected to a fine 10 to 100 yen, 
instead of a fine from 150 to 500 yen as 
provided in the said Regulations. This 
results from the fundamental principle 
above quoted. Suppose re 
a foreigner should commit an offence in 
contravention of the said Regulations, 
he would be liable, should he be dealt 


with megs. to the express penalties 


therein ided, to a severer penalty 
—_ a Japanese committing the same 


ce, 
Whenever the ties of any — 
tions conflict with the Criminal e, 
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the fundamental principle before cited 
takes effect. 

With respect to the general principles 
of the Criminal Code, the following brief 
statement will be sufficient to show what 
consequences will result from their non- 
observance on the one hand, and from 
their observance on the other. 

The Administrative Regulations simply 
= particular penalties for particu- 
ar acts, and never point out how and in 
what manner such penalties should be 
exacted. For instance, such ulations 
may provide that such and ee actions 
shall be punished with so many days 
imprisonment, but how the term of im- 
er shall be computed may not 

stated. Such matters are all defined 
by the general principles of the Cri- 
minal Code (Criminal Code, Article 49 
et seq.) 

The Administrative Regulations while 
thus providing certain penalties for certain 
acts, do not inquire into the intention of 
the party, whether such offense be volun- 
seat unl intentionally committed ; whe- 
ther on account of the threats of others; 
whether by a person non compos mentis or 
otherwise; or whether by an adult or by 
a minor. For these discriminations the 
general principles of the Criminal Code 
must be referred to, (See the section on 
thé, Aggravation and Mitigation of 
Punishments in the Criminal e. 

Suppose several offences were com- 
mitted by one party. The Administra- 
tive Regulations are generally silent as 
to the rule of merger of offenses, and do 
not make any farther provision than that 
a certain action shall be liable to a certain 
penalty. Adhering only to the provi- 
sions of the Regulations it results that 
several offenses against them will be 
severally moma Hs oy unless the rule of 
merger of offenses is applied or a special 
poe toxhe contrary be found in the 


egulation selves. Nor do Admin- 
istrative lations, as a rule, discri- 


minate with reference to the degree of 
responsibility for offenses whether offen- 
ders shall be considered oe 3 or 
accessories. Under such Regulations, 
both might be subjected to the same 
punishments, were it not for the fact that 
the general principle of the Criminal 


’ 
Code respecting Principal and Accessor 
justifies he distinction (Criminal Code 
Article 100 et seq.) 

Nor do Administrative Regulations 
provide for the augmentation or diminu- 
tion of penalties. Offenses against such 
regulations may be committed with mali- 
cious intent, or in consequence of defici- 
ency of self-restraining power, or under 
the influence of passion, or on on account 
of poverty. Such offenses differ, there- 
fore, in degree; some of them are hateful 
and others to be pitied. Hence the 
General ‘Principles of the Criminal Code 
give judges discretionary F daive to miti- 
gate punishments in accordance with the 
circumstances (Criminal Code, Article 89). 

Nor do Administrative Regulations 
provide for the limitation of the period 
within which punishment may be in- 
flicted ; but the general ‘principles of the 
Criminal Code extend that protection to 
the wrong doer and acquit him upon the 
expiration of a certain specified period 
after he has escaped the infliction of 
punishment. These few illustrations will 
show the nature of the general principles 
of the Criminal Code. 

It should be added that some regula- 
tions provide no penalties, in which case 
the penalties of the Criminal Code are 
to beenforced. (See Lottary Regulations 
in which no penalties being provided, 
Article 262 of the Criminal Code is 
operative). 

Another, and perhaps the strongest, 
reason for the application by forei 
Courts of these general ‘principles in the 
administration of Japanese Regulations, 
is that, if such a course is not followed, 
different Foreign Courts, applying their 
own rules of construction, will, even when 
enforcing the same lations, arrive 
at widely different results. No evil is 
at the present time more apparent in 
Japan, in a judicial sense, than the diver- 
sity of rulings and judgments by the 
various Courts in the Empire with refer- 
ence to cases ee ee 
culars. This arises partly, no doubt, 
from the necessities of situation. 
But in view of the probable application 
oF Sn een 10 ee ee See ee 


law, viz: J Administrative, 
Police, and Looil Daguietions, it seems 
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imperatively necessary that there should 
be no divergence in such minor points as 
are herein treated. Justice to foreigners 
requires that, whatever may be the Court 
which administers those Regulations, 
they should be subject to their provisions 
no further than Japanese under similar 
circumstances would be, But this will 
be impossible, unless foreign Courts adopt 
the suggestions above set forth. Uni- 
formity of procedure, therefore, as well 
as an pls and exact regard for the 
rights and obligations of offenders, unite 
to emphasize the advisability of the 
general adoption and enforcement of the 
principles or rules of construction which 
are the subject of this paper. 

The following explanations will illu- 
strate the advisability of the adoption of 
such a course as is above suggested :— 

According to Japanese a all acts 
done in violation of Administrative, 
Police, and Local Regulations are cri- 
minal cases, The treatment of such cases 
from the preliminary investigation to the 
execution of judgment has a close relation 
to the Criminal Code and the Code of 
Criminal Procedure. It follows, there- 
foré, that if no general principles or 
rules of construction and application are 
specifically set forth in any Police or 
Local Regulations, it is to be understood 
that the general principles of the Criminal 
Code are necessarily applicable thereto. 
Indeed there is an express provision to 
this effect in the Criminal Code itself. 
By Article V. of that instrument it is 
enacted that if no special rules of con- 
struction and application are attached to 
any law, the (general ‘principles in that 
behalf, contained in the Criminal Code, 
are to be followed. On this account in 
almost all the ea. mpee neral prin- 
ciples are purposely omitted, in order to 
avoid anise and trouble. It is the 
result of legal necessity that this principle 
should also be applied to foreigners, if 
the Japanese Courts, by virtue of new 
treaty stipulations, assume jurisdiction, 
however limited, over contraventions by 
foreigners of the Administrative, Police, 
and Local Regulations of Japan. 

The most noteworthy among general 
ap ples above referred to are justifica- 

tion of offenses, diminition and increase 


' 


of punishments, merger of offenses, and 
joint offenders, the majority of which are 
intended to afford protection to offenders. 
These general principles may be briefly 
summed up as follows :— 


CRIMINAL CODE 
CHAPTER I. 


Art. 2. No act can be punished which 
is not fairly defined in law. 

‘Art. 3. The law cannot be applied 
to offences committed before its publica- 
tion. Nevertheless, the milder provisions 
of a new law are applicable to offenses 
which have been committed before, but 
which have not yet been adjudicated, at 
-n time of the promulgation of the said 

Ww. 

Art. 5. All offenses which are not 
enumerated in the articles of this Criminal 
Code, but which are described as punish- 
able in any other laws or regulations, are 
to be dealt with according to the provisions 
of those laws or regulations. 

If no general principles are attached to 
such other laws or regulations, the 

neral principles contained in this 
Criminal Code are to be followed. 


CHAPTER II. 


PUNISHMENTS. 
Section II, 


Infliction of Punishments. 


Arr. 26. Fines (Bakkin) hereunder 
are from 2 yen upwards, the maximum 
and the minimum in each case being 
fixed by law. 

Arr. 27. A fine must be paid within 
one month after the decision of the Court. 
If it is not paid in full, the remainder 
shall be commuted to confinement at the 
rate of one yen for one day. Any amount 
under one yen shall be counted as one 
day. No new trial is necessary for the 
commutation of fine to confinement, but 
such a commutation may be made by the 
order of a judge at the instance of the 
public prosecutor. The period of con- 
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finement shall not, however, exceed two 
years. The prisoner may obtain his 
release from imprisonment on the payment 
by himself, his relation, or any other 
person either of the full fine or of the 
remainder due after the deduction of as 
many yen as the number of days he has 
been imprisoned, 

Art. 28. Detention (Koriu) is con- 
finement in a station house, without hard 
labor from one to ten days. Its duration, 
within the above limits is fixed in each 
case by law. 

Art. 29. A police fine (Kario) is from 
5 sen to 1 yen 95 sen. The amount, 
within these limits, is fixed in each case 
by law. 

Art. 30. A police fine must be paid 
within} 10 days after the decision of the 
court has been rendered, If it is not paid 
in full within that time, it shall be com- 
muted to detention in the manner pre- 
scribed by Art. 29. 


Section III, 
Accessory Punishment. 


Art. 43. The following articles shall 
be forfeited to the government by the 
sentence of the court. (Note :—Articles 
especially defined as forfeited by existing 
laws or regulations must be surrendered 
according to such special laws and 
regulations. ) 

i“ Articles prohibited by law. 

2™ Articles used in committing crimes, 

3™ Articles obtained by the commis- 

sion of crimes. 

Art. 44, Things prohibited by law 
are to be confiscated to whomsoever they 
may belong; but articles used for the 
commission of a crime or obtained there- 
by shall not be confiscated, except when 
they are the property of the offender or 
when the owner thereof cannot be found. 


Section IV. 
Payment of Costs and Damages 


Art. 45. In criminal cases the whole 
or a part of the costs of the court shall 
be assessed on the offender. The amount 
of said costs is fixed by special regula- 
tions, 
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Art. 46. The offender, whether pun- 
ished or acquitted shall not be released 
from the responsibility of restoring stolen 
goods or of Paying damages at the demand 
of the inju rty. 

Art, 47. When a crime has been 
eommitted jointly by several persons, 
they are jointly liable to pay the costs of 
court ; to restore the stolen goods; to pay 
damages &c, 

Art, 48, Questions concerning costs, 
the restoration of stolen articles and the 
payment of damages shall be decided by 
the criminal court at the request of the 
injured party. When stolen articles are 
found in the hands of the offenders they 
may be restored at once to the owner, 
even if he makes no application therefor. 


Section V. 


Computation of Terms of Imprisonment. 


Art, 49. The duration of terms of im- 
risonment is computed at the rate of 24 
ours to a day, 30 days to a month, and 
the length of a year is determined by 
the calendar. The day on which im- 

risonment begins is reckoned as a full 
Ses without regard to the hour at which 
it begins. The day of release is not 
counted as belonging to term of imprison- 
ment. 

Art. 50. Imprisonment cannot be 
inflicted until final judgment has been 
rendered. 

Art. 51. The term of imprisonment is 
to be calculated from the day on which 
judgment is rendered. In case of an 
appeal, the following rules are to be 
p seal y (1) If the offender makes and 
appeal and the appeal is sustained, the 
term of imprisonment is to be calculated 
from the date of the original judgment ; 
if otherwise, the term is to be reckoned 
from the date of the second judgment. 
(2) If the public prosecutor makes an 
appeal, whether it is sustained or not, the 
time is to be reckoned from the date of 
the original judgment. (3) If bailed or 
committed to the supervision of the 
police, or to that of relations or others 
during the appeal, the time thus 
shall not -be-included in the term of im- 
prisonment, — 

' 
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Art. 52, In case a prisoner escapes 
during the term of his imprisonment 
and is rearrested, only the time passed ¥ 
in actual confinement, and not the inter- 
mediate period between his escape and 
rearrest, shall be included in the term 
of imprisonment. 


Section VII. 
Final Release. 


Art. 58. One who has evaded the 
execution of a penalty may become 
entitled to final release in consequence 
of the expiration of the term fixed by law. 

Art. 59. In the case of direct penalties, 
final release may be sew ca. Boer the 
expiration of the following terms of 
years: **** (6) Confinement with or 
without hard labor or fine after seven 
years. (7) Detention or police fine one 
year. 

Art. 60. Articles forfeited shall not 
be detained after the expiration of five 
years, excepting always such things as 
are prohibited by law. 

Art. 61. The final release of an offen- 
der in reckoned from the day when the 
escape from the execution of the penalty 
was effected. When the offender again 
escapes after being rearrested the compu- 
tation is to be made from the day of such 
second escape. When a judgment by 
default is rendered, the computation must 4 
be made from the day of its delivery. 

Art. 62. When warrants are issued 
to pursue and to arrest an offender who 
has escaped the execution of the sentence 
imposed upon him, the final release must 
be computed from the day when the last 
warrant was issued. 


CHAPTER III. 


THE INCREASE AND DIMINUTION 
OF PUNISHMENT. 


Art. 70. When the punishment of a 
person sentenced to confinement or to pay- 
ment of a fine is to be diminished, one- 
fourth of the time or amount mentioned 
in the law under which he was sentenced 


; 


shall be regarded as one degree. Punish- 
ments Aa, sacar in the same propor- 
7: *"* 

The maximum of confinement for 
misdemeanors (Kei-zai) is seven years. 

Arr. 71, * * * * When, after the fine 
has been reduced to the minimum limit, 
it is found necessary to make a further 
reduction, a police fine shall be substi- 
tuted. 

When the minimum limit of the term 
of confinement is reduced, by diminution 
to less than 11 days or the minimum 
amount of fine is reduced to less than 
1 yen 95 sen, the judge may substitute 
detention or police fine. 

Art. 92. In increasing or diminishin 
the punishment of an offender senten 
to detention or to the payment of police 
fine, one-fourth of the term or the amount 
of the detention or the police fine shall be 
regarded as one degree, just as in the 
case of confinement or fine. The punish- 
ment for the commission of a police 
offense (I-kei-zai) cannot be increased 
so as to amount to the punishment for a 
misdemeanor. Detention may be in- 
creased to twelve days, but cannot be 
reduced to less than one day. Police 
fines may be increased to 2 yen 40 sen, 
but cannot be reduced below 5 sen. 

Art. 73. When, in the process of in- 
creasing or diminishing the term of 
confinement or detention, a fraction of a 
day occurs, such fraction shall be dis- 
regarded in computing the term of con- 
finement or detention. 


CHAPTER IV. 
Section I. 
Justification and Mitigation. 


Art. 75. A person who commits an 
offense under compulsion or uninten- 
tionally is not responsible. The same is 
true of an act done in defense of one’s 
life or that of a relative; and also of an 
act committed on account of unavoidable 
danger caused by some natural calamity 
or unforeseen circumstances. 

Art, 76. A person is not responsible 
for an act done in the discharge of his 
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official duties in obedience to the com- 
mand of his superior officer. 

Art, 77. A person is not responsible 
for an act done without any intention to 
commit & crime, unless such act is 
specially declared to be criminal by some 
law or regulation. 

A person is not held to account for an 
act committed without knowledge of the 
circumstances which make it criminal. 

When a person commits an aggravated 
offense in ignorance of the fact he shall 
not be held liable to the increased penalty 
consequent upon the aggravation. 

But ignorance of the law shall not be 
venatiell a identical with want of inten- 
tion. 

Art. 78. No person shall be held 
accountable for an offense which he com- 
mitted while he was deprived of reason. 

Art. 79. A child under 12 years is 
not accountable for the commission of 
offenses ; a child over eight years, how- 
ever, may, according to circumstances, be 
detained in a house of correction till he 
has passed the age of sixteen but no 
longer. 

Arr. 80. When a person over the age 
of twelve and under sixteen commits an 
offense, the court shall examine and decide 
whether he had the faculty of discerning 
the right or wrong of the act at the time 
of its commission. .If he is declared to 
have committed the act not having that 
faculty, he shall not be held to account, 
but he may be confined in a house of 
correction for a certain term, according to 
circumstances, till he has passed the age 
of twenty, and no longer; if he is declared 
to have committed the act having such 
faculty, he shall suffer punishment with 
a reduction of two degrees. 

Art. 81. When the offender is between 
sixteen and twenty years of age at the 
time of the commission of the offense, his 
punishment shall be reduced by one 
degree. 

Art. 82. A deaf-mute shall not be held 
accountable for an offense, but he may, 
according to the circumstances of the case, 
be put in a house of correction for a period 
not exceeding five years. 

Art. 83. In case of the commission of 
police offenses, no leniency will be shown 
on account of youth to offenders over 
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sixteen and under twenty years of age. 
One degree of the punishment of persons 
over twelve years and under sixteen years 
of shall be remitted because of the 
youth of the offenders. Persons under 
twelve of age and deaf-mutes shall 
not be held accountable. 


Section LI. 


Diminution of Punishment in consequence 
of Voluntary Confession. 


Art. 85. One degree of the punish- 
ment of offenders who makes a voluntary 
confession to the authorities before their 
offenses have been detected shall be 
remitted, except in cases of deliberate 
murder. 


Section III. 


Diminution of Punishment in consequence 
of Extenuating Circumstances. 


Art. 89, The punishment of a felony 
(Jiu-zai), a misdemeanor (Kei-zai), or a 
police offence (Ikei-zai) may be dimini- 
shed on account of extenuating circum- 
stances, and the diminution on this account 
may be made even in the case of those 
See that afe to be augmented or 

ecreased by express provisions of law. 

Arr. 90. When a diminution of punish- 
ment is made, in accordance with the 
preceding article, it shall be a diminution 
of one or two degrees, 


CHAPTER V. 


INCREASE OF PUNISHMENT ON ACCOUNT 
oF REPETITION OF OFFENSES. 


Art. 92. When a person who has 
already suffered punishment for felony or 
misdemeanor again commits a misdmea- 
nor, the punishment shall be increased 
one 
Art. 93. Police offenses when repeated 
shall subject the offender to an increase 
in his punishment of one degree over that 
incurred for the first offense. But, in 
this case, the second offense must be com- 
mitted within one year after the first has 
heen punished and within the jurisdiction 
of the same court. 
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Art. 94. No increase of the punish- 
ment for the second offense shall be made 
unless it was committed after the judg- 
ment rendered for the first offense had 
become final. 

Art. 98. When any one is guilty of 
the commission of the same offense or of 
different offenses of the same degree more 
than twice, the punishment thereof shall 
be increased in the same manner and to 
the same extent as in the case of the 
second offense. 


CHAPTER VI. 


Tue Orper or INCREASING AND 
Diminisuine PUNISHMENT. 


Art. 99. When the circumstances of 
the case make it necessary to increase 
and to diminish a punishment simultane- 
ously, in accordance with the general 

rovisions of this Code the increase or 
diminution of the punishment shall be 
in the following order :— 

1* Increase on account of the repeti- 

tion of the offense. 

2™ Diminution out of leniency. 

3" Diminution on account of voluntary 

confession. 

4" Diminution on account of extenuat- 

ing circumstances. 

When a punishment is diminished in 
favor of accessories or in case of offence 
attempted but not consummated, or when 
it is increased or diminished in accordance 
with special provisions of the law, the 
punishment so increased or diminished 
shall be regarded as the normal punish- 


ment. 


CHAPTER VII. 
MERGER OF OFFENSES, 


Art. 100, When, before the final judg- 
ment rendered for a felony or a misde- 
meanor, the offender is found guilty of 
several other offenses, he ell a ure 
the heaviest punishment to which he is 
liable. When the offenses thus committed 
all belong to the class of misdemeanors, 
the offender shall suffer punishment for 
that misdemeanor the circumstance of the 
commission of which makes it the most 
aggravated, 
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Art. 101. When a person is found 
ilty of two or more police offenses at 
- e same time, he shall be punished 
separately for each offense. But when 
he is found guilty of a police offense at 
the same time with a felony or misde- 
meanor, the police offense shall be merged 
in such felony or misdemeanor. 

Art. 102. When, after sentence for 
one offense has been delivered, another 
offense of the same or a less grade, com- 
mitted previous to the said sentence, is 
discovered, no punishment shall be in- 
flicted therefor. If, however, it amounts 
to a graver offense, then the first it shall 
be punished, the term of confinement or 
the amount of fine inflicted for the first 
offense being deducted from the term of 
confinement or the amount of fine inflicted 
for the second offense. When a fine 
inflicted for the first offense has been 
already paid, it shall be computed as 
confinement at the rate of one yen for 
one day, as provided in Art 27, and the 
time resulting from this computation 
shall be deducted from the confinement 
incurred on account of the second offense. 
If in these cases, a second offense, which 
was not discovered at the time judgment 
for the first offense was rendered, is dis- 
covered after the rendering of the said 
judgment and at the same time with the 

repetition of the first offense, such offense 
and the repeated offense shall be com- 
pared, and the offender shall suffer punish- 
ment, for the graver of the two offenses, 
no deduction being made on account of the 
punishment inflicted for the first offense. 
Art. 103. Even when the merger of 
two or more offenses takes place, the 
provisions of the law shall be observed 
concerning forfeitures, costs, and damages 
pertaining to each offense.

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Art. 105, Any one who by instigation 
has caused another to commit a felony or 
misdemeanor shall be regarded as a 
principal. 

Art. 106. When the punishment of a 
principal offender is to be augmented on 
account of his personal status, the like 
increase shall not be made in the punish- 
ment of his co-principals, accessories, or 
instigators. 

Art. 107. When the punishment of 
an offense is to be increased on account 
of there being a number of principals, 
the person a I instigated the commis- 
sion of the offense shall not be included 
among the principals, so far as the aug- 
mentation of the punishment is concerned, 

Art. 108. When any one instigates 
another to commit an offense and the 
person so instigated commits a different 
offense or in a different manner than was 
pointed out by the instigator, the said 
instigator shall be dealt with as follows :— 

1“ If the offense committed is graver 
than the offense instigated, the instigator 
shall be punished for the offense which 
he instigated. 

2™ If the offense actually committed 
is lighter than the offense instigated, he 
shall be punished for the offense com- 
mitted, 


Section II. 
Accessories. 


Art. 109. All persons who knowingly 
supply instruments, or who lead, direct, 
or make provision for, and thereby aid, 
the principals and facilitate the commis- 
sion of their offenses, are deemed to be 
accessories and their punishment shall be 
one degree less than that of the ison | 8 
When the offense actually committed by 
the principals proves to be graver than 
the accessories were aware of the acces- 
sories shall suffer punishment for the 
offense of which they were aware, with 
one degree diminished. 

Art. 110. When a person whose 
punishment is to be increased on account 
of his personal status, is an accessory to 
an offense, he shall suffer punishment 
with one degree diminished from the 
augmented punishment. 


Vhen the punishment of a principal 
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is to be diminished on account of his 
personal status, the punishment of the 
accessory shall not be diminished in the 
same manner. 


CHAPTER IX. 
Criminat ATTEMPTS, 


Art. 111. No person intending to 
commit an offense or making preparation 
for its commission shall be liable to 
punishment as long as he does not begin 
the execution of the offense contemplated, 
“0 in cases expressly provided for in 
aw. 

Art. 112. Every person who, having 
begun the execution of an offense, is pre- 
vented from accomplishing his design by 
some unforeseen obstacle or accident shall 
be liable to punishment with one or two 
degrees diminished from the punishment 
due for the offense already committed. 

Arr. 113. ** * No attempt to com- 
mit a misdemeanor shall be liable to 


punishment, except in cases expressly 
provided for by law. 

No attempt at a police offense shall be 
liable to punishment. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE 
NO. 3. 
Right of Arrest. 


As defined in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, the process of arrest differs 
according to the character of effenses: 
i.e. offenses in flagranti delicto or not in 


| delicto. An offense in t 
icto is one in which ne es 
detected in the act, or just after its accom- 


plishment. In case a person is pursued 
as an offender, or in case he is 
of deadly weapons, stolen articles, or any 
other obj s which afford a sufficient 
round for suspecting him to be an offen- 
er, or in case the head of a house 
applies to an officier to come in and take 
proper steps when an offense has been 
committed in his house, the persons im- 
plicated are deemed to be offenders in 
fla t delicto. _ 

n case of offenses in flagranti delicto, 
whether felonies or misdemeanors, the 
judicial police or policemen on duty may 
exercise the power of arrest without war- 
rant or order. In case of police offenses 
the names and residences of offenders 
may be asked and noted by the aforesaid 
officers, who shall give information there- 
of toa Police Court. In case the names 
and residences of offenders are not clear, 
or in case there is fear of their escape, 
such offenders may be taken to a Police 
Court. In case of felonies or mis- 
demeanors in flagranti delicto, ordinary 
. pe ns may immediately arrest the offen- 

r. If such an arrest is made, the 
offender should be at once delivered up 
to a judicial officer or to a policeman. 
When a policeman arrests an offender, 
he shall deliver him up to the judicial 
_ police. When the judicial police make 
arrests or receive an offender, they shall 
summarily inte him and, collect- 
ing the Pp 
the case in the hands of a Kenji (Public 
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when he has no fixed residence, or when 
it is apprehended that he intends com- 
pleting an offense he has attempted or 
threatened, the judge of the court of 
Preliminary, Inquiry shall cause such 
person to be arrested by issuing a writ of 
arrest, and to be brought before the 
Court. The accused person thus brought 
before the Court cannot be detained 
longer than 48 hours without examina- 
tion. 

The above are the principles of the 
law of arrest in cases of offenses not in 
flagranti delicto. In dealing with for- 
eigners, the a Authorities at the 
open ports will take no steps beyond 
arresting and delivering foreign offenders 
to the competent Court of their nation- 
ality.* Under these circumstances, it 
seems expedient to adopt a provisional 
method whereby the Kenji, may be 


authorized to issue a warrant for the sole 
purpose of arresting offenders (See Form 
2) in place of the writ of arrest issued by 
the judge of preliminary inquir 


When an offender is broil before 


the Kenji, the latter shall without delay 
make inquiries relative to the offense. 
If the offender appears to be guilty, he 
shall be delivered up to a competent 
court of his nationality. . 
The above-mentioned warrant shall 
be served by the police. If the officer 
who serves the warrant is of opinion that 
the offender is hiding himself in his own 
or in another’s house, the said officer 
shall make search therein, after obtain- 
ing the presence of the Kocho or of two 
or more neighbors, and shall make notes 
of his search, which shall be counter- 
signed by those present. The said search 
shall not, however, be made between the 
hours of sunset and sunrise. 
* Note :—This is because, within the 30 yen and 10 


days limit, arrests cannot be made, except in case of re- 
fusal to answer summons. 


_ EXPLANATORY NOTE 
NO. 4. 
Outline of Civil Procedure.

The process of “conciliation” before 
alluded to is a ing to which all 
civil suits must be submitted those 
in which the ment au are 
interested and those of a commercial na- 
ture requiring settlement.

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the defendant resides. If there are a 
number of defendants residing at various 
places, the plaintiff may select for the 
ourposes Of the action one of the Courts 
Loving jurisdiction. Plaintiffs and defen- 
dants may also jointly apply for the ap- 
plication of process, and may appear 
together in Court, in which case no sum- 
mons is necessary. Otherwise a summons 
must be issued to secure the appearance 
of the defendant. This writ is drawn up 
on the day of application in the clerk's 
office and is delivered to the plaintiff to 
be transmitted to the defendant. If re- 
quested, it may be given to a Court 
messenger for the purpose. There is no 
settled rule as to the period allowed for 
the appearance, each court designating 
the time at its own discretion. The 
plaintiff and defendant should appear in 
Court in person, but in the event of 
unavoidable circumstances, they may be 
allowed to send their representatives. In 
this case Notification No. 1 of the Daijo- 
kwan, promulgated in 1884, is to be obser- 
ved. The result of the exercise of juris- 
diction of this kind depends for its efficacy 
upon the acceptance of the parties. When 
the award of the Court is accepted by 
both parties, they are required to file a 
certificate of acceptance countersigned by 
both ofthem. This certificate may, how- 
ever, be dispensed with by stating the fact 
in the application of the plaintiff for the 
process, and by both parties affixing their 
signatures thereto. 

The same process is followed in case 
the plaintiff requests the withdrawal of 
his application. In case the award of the 
Court is not accepted, the fact shall be 
certified by the Clerk of the Court upon 
the statement of claim, or upon a copy of 
the plaintiff's application, and the paper 
so certified shall be delivered to the plain- 
tiff. Ifthe process cannot be effected on 
account of the plaintiff’s non-appearance, 
the case shall be dismissed; if it fails on 
account of the defendant’s non-appear- 
ance, the failure of the process (“‘non- 
conciliation”) shall be declared. 

But non-conciliation is confined to 


those cases where the judge deems 
conciliation impossible. en either 
party has received the summons, but 
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appears later than the time specified 
therein or does not appear at all, without 
giving previous notice, he shall be 
subj to a fine in accordance with 
Notification No. 5 of the 10% year of 
Meiji. All cases susceptible of concilia- 
tion shall be required to be subjected to 
that process. In the event the process 
has not been applied in such cases, Courts 
of First Instance will refuse to take 
> thereof, when brought for 


EXErRcisEe oF ORIGINAL JURISDICTION. 


As before seen, original jurisdiction is 
exercised by Courts of Justices of the 
Peace and ‘a Courts of First Instance, 
the former exercising such jurisdiction in 
cases where the amount involved does 
not exceed 100 yen, and the latter where 
the amount involved is in excess of that 
sum, as well as where the action is one 
in which money damages are not in- 
volved or where the amount of such 
damages cannot be estimated before judg- 
ment is given. 

A party wishing to institute a suit 
shall file in the appropriate Court of 
the place where the defendant resides his 
declaration or petition in duplicate togeth- 
er with a statement in writing that the 
process of conciliation has been resorted 
to, but has failed. With respect to real 
actions, the declaration or petition may 
be filed, if the plaintiff wishes, in the 
Court of the place where the real estate 
in litigation is situated. 

In case there are several defendants, 
each being under the jurisdiction of a 
different Court, the plaintiff shall file the 
ae above mentioned in any one of the 

rts having jurisdiction over either of 
the —— nts. ngage bey Court has re- 
ceiv papers, it keep one co 
and transmit the other to the defendant 
and shall require him to file his reply there- 
to. When the defendant’s reply is filed, 
‘it shall be sent to the plaintiff for answer. 
It is usual, however, to begin the trial of 
the cause at once without a to 
these processes, if the questions involved 
are not difficult and compli When 
the declaration, reply 
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and shall issue a writ of summons to both 
parties. When the defendant is required 
to file his reply and the plaintiff his 
replication, a reasonable period shall be 
allowed therefor. As, however, there is 
no special rule in this regard, each Court 
fixes its own rule according to its con- 
venience. The Court grants further 
allowance of time to either plaintiff or 
defendant, when requested, for the pur- 
pose of presenting such further — As 
may be thought necessary. All papers 
must be filed in duplicate. The pro- 
ceedings of the Court are conducted in 
public, except those which affect public 
morality (See Notification No. 30 of 8% 
year of Meiji and also instruction No. 25 
of the Judicial Department, of the same 
year.) The penalty for non-appearance is 
the same as that with respect to concilia- 
tion. When, in obedience to the sum- 
mons, both parties appear in Court on 
the specified date, the judge shall require 


the plaintiff to state his case, and then 


the defendant his reply. Evidentiary 
articles, if any, shall then be inspected 


and authenticated by the seal of the 
judge. Title deeds and bonds are ex- 
cepted from the operation of this rule. 
The ‘parties shall not be allowed to 
interrogate each other unless the permis- 
sion of the judge be obtained. Even if 
it be permitted, the judge has the power 
of stopping the interrogation when he 
deems it to be improper. When interro- 
gations are made, the clerk of the Court 
shall take minutes, which the parties shall 
be required to sign. Sometimes the judge 
himself takes the notes of such exami- 
nations with respect to the main points; 
and sometimes minutes and notes may 
be ne with altogether, if the 
judge thinks them unnecessary. In some 
cases both parties are required to present 
their arguments and statements in writing. 
When a Court taking original jurisdiction 
of a case is of opinion that the declaration 
of the planitiff cannot be entertained, it 
shall reject it with a statement of the 
reasons for such action. If the defendant 
absconds before the institution of a suit, 
the matter shall be dealt with in accor- 
dance with Notification No. 6 of the 
8 year of Meiji. If he absconds after 
the institution of the suit, it is usual to 
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o through the trial either when he is 
ound, or by summoning his successor 
after the lapse of 6 months since he has 
absconded. When he absconds while 
the suit is pending, criminal prosecution 
shall be instituted and the civil proceed- 
ings shall be suspended (See Art 6 of 
Criminal Code, and Instruction of 
Judicial Department No. 9° of the 11th 
year of Meiji.) 

In the trial of cases in the first instance 
the plaintiff and the defendant are general- 
y required to appear personally, but in 
the event that this is impossible they may 
appear by their representatives or by — 
attorneys (See Notification of Daijokwan 
No. 1 of 1884). But exception is made 
to this rule when the parties are to be 
personally interrogated. In case of the 
withdrawal of actions, the application is 
to be made to the Court for approval and 
must be countersigned by both parties. 


APPEALS. 


There are two kinds of appeal, one 
being made to the Court of First Instance 
and the other to the Court of Appeals. 
No appeal is allowed against any ad- 
ministrative or judicial judgment which 
has been rendered on a case brought by 
private individuals against public officers, 
and which has been sanctioned by Dai- 
jokwan. The law does not define in 
what case appeals shall be made. They 
are usually made when the decision is in 
excess of the judge’s authority ; contrary 
to the rules of civil procedure; in con- 
travention of law; cont to the facts, 
or for any other reasonable cause on 
account of which either the plaintiff or 
defendant is dissatisfied with the judg- 
ment rendered. 

An appeal shall be made within two 
months counting from the day next fol- 
lowing the judgment The period of 
seven days after e judgment is rendered 
shall be set apart for the consideration 
by the parties to the action of the 
judgment rendered, and during that 
time no appeal shall be allowed. This 
mailed 's chen eusiedd fran es next da 
after the judgment. But appeal is al- 
lowed even within this time, when the

matter in litigation is connected with 
commercial transactions which demand 
rom pt —. The right of ns is 
ost after the lapse of two months from 
the rendering of the judgment. But

The 
Court must upon the receipt of this 
report, meee pe th execution of the 
judgment it has rendered, Appeal is 
allowed not only against all final judg- 
ments, but also against all preliminary and 
interlocutory judgments, provided such 
judgments involve, in any measure, the 
merits of the case. 

The petition for appeal must be filed 
in duplicate and it must be accompanied 
by a copy of the petition or declaration 
filed in the proceedings in the first 
instance and also by a copy of the judg- 
ment rendered. With reference to re- 
plies and replications, the proceedings on 
the trial &c., the same rules are observed 
as in a Court of First Instance. Appeals 
may be made, either directly by the 
party interested, or by representative or 
attorney. 


JUDGMENTS IN THE FIRST INSTANCE AND 
ON APPEAL, AND THEIR EXECUTION. 


The Courts having original and appel- 
late jurisdiction shall render judgment 
on the day appointed therefor, the de- 
claration, replies, &c. of the parties 
having been filed and their exatnination, 
interrogation, pleadings &e. having been 
concluded, When the judgment is pro- 
nounced, a copy thereof is delivered 
to both parties and receipts obtained. 
When a statement is received from either 
the plaintiff or the defendant that he is 
willing to incur judgment by default in 
case of his non-appearance on the day of 
summons, or when he fails to appear in 
Court on the day the judgment is to be 
rendered, judgment by default is pro- 
nounced. In this case, though the party 
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may make appeal to a higher Court, he 
cannot file any exceptions to the judg- 
ment in the Court which delivered it. 
The time within which such appeal or 
petition of appeal can be made shall be 
counted from the next day after a copy 
of the judgment has been received either 
by the party himself or his relation. 
When a definitive judgment is rendered, 
the party against whom it operates shall 
at the same time .be ordered to pay the 
costs of the suit. When the party losing 
fails to satisfy the judgment the other 
party shall pay the Court to enforce its 
execution. In this case the Court shall 
deliver to both parties an order for execu- 
tion of the judgment either by summoning 
them personally or by otherwise com- 
municating with them. When the judg- 
ment still remains unsatisfied in spite of 
Rhe order for its execution, it shall be 
enforced in the following manner either 
at the request of the judgment creditor 
or at the discretion of the judge, that is 
to say, either by selling at auction the 
securities for the defendant’s debt; by 
attaching his property and selling it at 
auction ; by enforcing Lechidater process, 
or by the exercise of police authority. 
But a reasonable delay shall be granted 
when thejudgment debtor requests the 
postponement of execution. 


APPEALS TO THE Datsury-Ly. 


Appeals may be made to the Daishin-In 
against the judgments of inferior Courts 
having appellate jurisdiction, The party 
wishing to make appeal to the Daishin-In 
shall report his intention to the original 
Court. Appeals to the Daishin-In, are not 
allowed to be made in any cases other than 
those defined by law, which are as follows: 

1. When the Court assumes jurisdic- 
tion in excess of its authority. 

2. When the rules of procedure are 
violated. 

3. When the judgment is rendered 
contrary to law. No appeal to the Dai- 
shin-In is allowed against any judgment 
delivered in a suit brought by private 


individuals against public officers. 
A wishing to make a on 


any of the above grounds, must file in the 
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Daishin-In six copies of his petition within 
two months, counting from the day next 
after judgment has been rendered in the 
Court below. He must at the same time 
deposit the sum of ten yen in the Daishin- 
In. 

The sum so deposited shall be returned 
to him when the original judgment is set 
aside; otherwise it shall be forfeited. An 
appellant shall lose his right of appeal, 
when he fails to so appeal after the ex- 
piration of the said two months. 

But when the distance between the 
original Court and the Daishin-In is more 
than 8 ri, one day’s delay shall be allowed 
for every 8 ri, in addition to the usual 
period of two months. 

The Daishin-In receiving the appeal 
shall examine the case. If the Court 
deems there is no cause for appeal, it shall 
dismiss the appeal with a statement of 
its reasons. In cdse appeal is entertained, 
a summons, accompained by a copy of the 
applicant's petition shall be issued, within 
two days, to the defendant who shall, upon 
the receipt thereof, file his reply in the 
Daishin-In within 30 days, but if the 
distance between his residence and Court 
is more than 8 ri, one day’s delay is al- 
lowed for every 8 ri. Upon the receipt of 
the defendant's reply, the Daishin-In 
shall appoint the day of hearing and 
issue summons to both parties, Such 
writs must reach both parties three days 
before the day of the hearing. If on 
hearing the arguments of both sides the 
Court decides in favor of the appellant, 
this judgment shall set aside the original 
judgment; if against the appellant, the 
Court will dismiss the case. When the 
Daishin-In has set asidé the original judg- 
ment, it shall transfer the case for new 
trial to another court of the same standing 
as the original Court, or decide it itself. In 
the latter case, the fact shall be declared 
to the parties. When appeal is taken 
to the Daishin-In, the execution of the 
original judgment is not stayed as when 
it is taken to an intermediate Appellate 
Court. But if the Daishin-In sets aside 
the original judgment, it shall notify the 
original Court of its action on the day 
following the delivery of judgment, in 
order to make that Court suspend the 
execution of the original judgment, Upon 
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the final decision being rendered, the 
Daishin-In shal] annul the original judg- 
ment and shall cause the final judgment 
to be executed. No case that has been 
finally decided by the Daishin-In shall be 
allowed to be brought again in Court. 


Wirtwess, EXPEerts, AND THEIR 
EXAMINATION. 


When, pending, the proceedings, the 
examination of witnesses, the collection 
of expert evidence or the examination of 
property in dispute &c. is necessary the 
judge may at his discretion or sometimes 
at the request of a party to the suit, 
summon witnesses, or experts, or make 
mica examination of the place in 
ispute. 


The inte tion of witnesses shall be 
made upon affirmation in the presence of 
both parties. In case the witness is 
averse to giving his evidence in the 
presence of both parties he shall be in- 
te after they have been ordered 
to withdraw from the court. In some 
Courts witnesses are interrogated without 
affirmation. The number of experts or- 
dered is generally more than three. 
When they appear in Court, they are 
usully cautioned to speak the truth and 
are required to give their opinions in the 
presence of both parties. 

They are selected either by the plain- 
tiff, or defendant, or by the Court. 

Inquiries at the spot where the proper- 
ty in dispute is may be personally made 
by the judge, accompanied by the clerk, 
and in the presence of the parties to the 
suit. In this case, the results of the 
ee shall be noted. _ the 
subject matter or property in dispute is 
within the jurisdicdon of aut Goer, 
that Court may be requested to make 
the requisite examination. 


REMARKS. 
The foregoing is a brief outline of the 
civil ure at present in force in 


Japan. But, as is erally known, 
HL M’s. Gasteniamee es it in 
contemplation to a new Civil Code. 
This instrument in all probability 
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be put into operation during the current 
year, H. I. M’s. Government, while 
strongly averse to admitting that the 
present system could not be successfully 
— in cases wherein foreigners are 
defendant, as provided in the revised 
Convention, nevertheless feel confident 
that the near prospect of the promulga- 
tion and enforcement of a Code, framed 
on the best models and carefully adapted 
to the circumstances of the case, will 
leave no room to doubt the security of all 
interests entrusted to its care. The sys- 
tem herein outlined is the result, in many 
of its details, of careful preparation and 
long experience. As already intimated, 
the results of its operation have not been 
by any means unsatisfactory. Whatever 
disadvantages it may have entailed have 
been the unavoidable result of the some- 
what unusual circumstances surrounding 
the introduction and enforcement of its 
provisions, and the difficulties of their 
application. Now that changes are to be 
introduced where experience has demon- 
strated their necessity, and now that all 
the laws of civil procedure, introduced at 
various stages of Japan’s judicial progress, 
are to be systematized and rendered com- 
plete, it is confidently hoped that there 
will be no valid reason for regretting the 
extention of the civil jurisdiction of 
Japanese Courts. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE 
NO. 5. 


Local Regulations. 


Local Regulations are those which are 
framed by, and enforced in Fu or Ken. 
Some of these Regulations are intended 
merely to secure the more effective inforce- 
ment of the Administrative lations 
of the Central Government, while others 
are purely local in their character, and 
not applicable, therefore, beyond the 
limits of the Fu or Ken wherein they are 
enforced. 

Local Regulations may be divided into 
five kinds, namely Police, Health, Trade, 
Public Road and Local Revenue Regula- 
tions. 

The first four of these are provided 
with sanctions, not however, for any 
considerable amount. The power of the 
Local Authorities with respect to prefec- 
tural legistration is very limited, and it 
is the rule that penalties provided by such 
legislation shall not exceed those of police 
offenses, that is, a fine not exceeding 
yen and 95 sen, and confinement not 
exceeding 10 days. 

Under these circumstances, it is hardly 
possible for the Kenrei or other Local 
Authorities to abuse this legislative power, 
or exercise it to the detriment of the per- 
sonal or property rights of any one within 
their jurisdiction. 

While it might be desirable to translate 
the Local Regulations of the Empire into 
a foreign language, in order that they 
may be examined, taking every thing into 
account it seems hardly worth while to 
attempt the task. Such a translation 
would require very t outlay of labor, 
and the result would not be of much 
appreciable value. As has already been 
indicated, the sanctions attached to Local 
Regulations are confined within very 
narrow limits. Very many, perhaps the 
majority of them, are not provided with 
sanctions at all. Their purpose is rather 
to instruct or caution the people than to 
provide. penalties for non-observance or 
violation of their conditions. Besides, 
they are subject to frequent revision and 
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change, as for example iti the- ease of local 
revenue regulations, which are, as a rule, 
annually changed by the prefectural 
assemblies. 

For these reasons it has been thought 
best not to attempt to give translations of 
the whole body of local ulations, 
although, if desired, a few cientiatiens of 
the regulations enforced in one or more 
of the Fu and Ken can be purnished as 
PN It is hoped, however, that 
this brief note will afford a sufficient ex- 
planation of the nature and scope of these 
enactments,

REGULATIONS 


For the payment of Tonnage and 
Light Dues 


Art. I. 


On all foreign vesselsentering Japanese 
ports and on all Japanese vessels engaged 
in foreign trade, there shall be charged 
on every entry at the Customs, and the 
masters, owners, or agents of such vessels 
shall pay to the Customs Authorities at 
the same time such entry is made, tonn 
and light dues at the rate of thirty (30) 
sen per ton as hereinafter provided. 


Art. LI. 


Mail steamers, and other vessels enter- 
ing Japanese ports at frequent intervals, 
shall have the option of paying instead 
of the rate provided in the Rranine 
article, anaes and light dues at the rate 
of eighty (80) sen per ton once in six 
months, and for the period of six months 
after such payment the said steamers or 
vessels shall be exempt from the payment 
of tonnage and light dues. 


Art. ITI. 


The register tonnage of vessels shall be 
their entire internal cubical capacity in 
tons of one hundred cubic Kaneshaku 


each. For the epee of securing uni- 
ard, an 


formity of stan d for the object 
of these Regulations, one cubic Kane- 
shaku shall be regarded as the equivalent 
of one cubic foot English measurement. 
If question arises as to the actual regis- 
tered tonnage of any vessel upon which 
tonnage and light dues are to be paid in 
a Japanese port, the Customs Authorities, 
or the Officers of the Marine Bureau shall 
have free access to such vessel for the pur- 
= of measuring and ascertaining’ her 
utiable tonnage. 


Art. LY. 


The master or owner of every vessel, 
when entering at the Customs from a 
foreign port, shall pay to the Customs 
Authorities, in respect of such vessel, 
tonnage and light dues at the rate specified 
in Article I or Article IT as he may elect. 
He shall thereupon obtain a receipt for 
such payment, signed and sealed by the 
Customs Authorities and showing whether 
dues have been paid for a single entry or 
for a period of six months. Such pay- 
ment shall be obligatory, unless the master 
or owner of the vessel shall prove, by the 
sage of a Customs’ receipt, that he 
1as already paid the tonnage and light dues 
for a period of six months then unexpired. 
Should it happen that the master or owner 
has thus paid. ues for an unexpired period, 
but, on account of his inability to pro- 
duce the original or a certified copy of 
the receipt for such payment, is obliged 
to pay again either for a single entry or 
for a further period of six months; the 
surplus dues so paid shall be refunded to 
him in case he is subsequently able to 
produce for the inspection of the Customs 
Authorities to whom the second payment 
was made the said receipt for the first 
payment or a certified copy thereof at 
any time within six months from the 
date of the said second payment. 


Art. V. 


The master or owner of a vessel neglect- 
ing to pay tonnage and light dues at or 
within the time and in the manner here 
inbefore provided, shall in addition to 
the amount of such dues, pay a fine 
of one hundred (100) yen for such 
neglect; and a like fine for each succes- 
sive period of twenty four hours during 
which he shall so neglect to pay the same 
after the first time payment was not 
made. . 


Art. VL. 


Every vessel attempting to leave a 
ne in Japan without ae Hh first paid 
er tonn and light dues, may be 
stopped and detained, until the said dues 


} 


together with a fine, — to double the 
amount of tonnage and light dues unpaid, 
shall have been paid by the master or 
owner of such vessel or his agent. 


Art. VII. 


The following vessels shall be exempt 
from the payment of tonnage and light 
dues :— 

(1) Men-of-war. 

3 Yachts and pleasure boats. 

(3) Fishing vessels having no cargo 
laden on board. 

(4) Vessels of less than twenty tons 
_burthen. 

(5) Vessels putting into port in dis- 
tress, or for repairs, (i they are exempted 
from entering at the Customs by the 
Trade Regulations, and so long as such 
exemption continues). 


Art. VIII. 


In case a foreign-going vessel on which 
tonnage and light ues have been paid 
for a period of six months, is chartered 
for the coasting trade, before the expira- 
tion of that period, no refund of dues 
shall be allowed. Neither, in the case 
of a coasting vessel, entered as a foreign- 
going vessel, on which ange and light 

ues have been paid for a fixed period, 
shall any further tonnage and light dues 
be collected before the expiration of the 
said period. 


Art. LX. 


In construing the foregoing Regu- 
lations the word “Master” shall have 
the same significance as it has in the 
Customs Regulations; “six months” 
shall be the period of six months, calcu- 
lated from a given day in any month to 
@ corresponding day six month there- 
after; when time is limited by hour or day, 
Customs’ holidays are excluded; the 
word “port” (other than a foreign port) 
shall mean a port in Japan .~ or 
accessible to foreign trade, and limited 
as provided in the harbour regulations of 
such port; the word “Mail steamers” 
shall mean foreign steamers and Japanese 
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steamers carrying mails between Japan 
and foreign ports. 


ArT. X. 


Dues and fines shall be paid in Japane;e 
silver coin of one yen denomination. 
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All other articles not otherwise mentioned in the Tariff will be charged storage in accordance 
with the rate provided for articles of a similar nature, bat the places for storage and charges for 
articles that cannot be classified or for those of an exceptionally heavy and bulky character shall 
be fixed, at the time of their entry at the warehouse.

PASSPORT REGULATIONS 


To be observed by Foreigners travelliny in 
the Empire under the privileges granted 
by the Articles of the Convention signed 
at Tokio on the day of 188 . 


Art. I. 


Passports shall be issued to Foreigners 
either by the Minister for Foreign A ffairs, 
or by the Chijis of Tokio Fu, ka Fu, 
Kioto Fu, and the Kenreis of Kanagawa, 
Hiogo, Nagasaki, Niigata, and Hakodate, 
on the recommendation of the Represen- 
tative or Consul of the applicants’ na- 
tionality; or at , and 

, by the Kenreis thereof, directly 
upon application by the person desiring 
the passport. The Chijis,and Kenreis 
aforesaid may issue passports directly 
upon application, and without referring 
the matter to the Foreign Office, but 
their action in this behalf shall be sub- 
ject, in all cases, to the revision and con- 
trol of the Minister for Foreign Affairs. 


Art. Il. 
Passports shall be granted for any 


period not exceeding 12 months from 
the date of issue.

Art. VI. 


Passports, when in use, shall be subject 
to the inspection of any local officials 
who may desire to examine them. The 
refusal of the bearer of a passport to allow 
such inspection shall] render him liable to 
the penalties hereinafter provided. 


Art. VII. 


Bearers of passports, while in the 
interior, shall be at liberty to rent houses 
or rooms at the same place for any length 
of time not exceeding one half of the 
period for which their passports are 
issued. This privilege shal] be granted 
only on condition that any claims which 
Japanese lessors may have, by reason of 
such leases, may be adjudicated by the 
appropriate Japanese Tribunals of the 
places where such claims arise. 


Art. VIII. 


Bearers of passports, while in the 
interior, shall be at liberty to lodge at 
any public or private house. When 
lodgings have been thus secured, the 
owner or person in charge of the house 
shall report the fact to the proper 
authorities, and shall submit his lodger’s 
passport for their inspection, if required. 


Art. IX. 


W hen the bearer of a passport, whether 
from illness or other unavoidable cause, 
is prevented from returning to treaty 
limits within the time during which his 
possport is good, he. shall immediately 
inform the Representative, Consul, or 
Japanese Official through whom he 
secured the passport, who shall obtain 
for, or issue to him a fresh passport. 
In such case the expired passport must 
be returned without unnecessary delay.

Arr. X. 


When a foreigner in the interior loses 
or mislays his passport, he shall furnish 
satisfactory evidence of the fact to the 
Authorities of the locality where he may 
be. .If he desires to sojourn in the 
interior, he shall apply for a fresh pass- 
port; otherwise, if he desires only to 
continue his journey, he shall obtain the 
certificate of the local authorities to the 
fact of-the loss, which shall serve as a 

sport until his return to treaty 
imits, and which must be surrendered 
in the same manner and under the same 


penalty as the lost passport. 


Arr. XI. 


Foreigners to whom passports have 
been issued are required to return the 
same within one week after the expiration 
of the time for which such passports were 
issued. Failure to comply with this 
Regulation, unless a satisfactory reason 
be given therefor, shall be deemed suffi- 
cient cause for refusal to issue another 
passport to the same person. 


Art. XII. 


The bearers of passports shall not 
be allowed, upon any pretense whatever, 
while in the interior, to acquire an 
interest in lands, houses, mines, or other 
property in any manner (except as pro- 
vided in Article VIT) or to enter into com- 
mercial transactions of any description, 
under the penalty of the loss of the right 
to obtain passports, of the forfeiture of 
any interest or property so acquired to 
the Japanese Government, and of the 
exaction, in addition, of a fine of not less 
than 50 nor more than 500 yen for each 
and every violation of this provision. 


Art. XIII. 


Any breach of these Regulations (not 
hereinbefore provided for, as in the two 
preceding Articles) shall subject the 
offender to a fine of not less than 3 nor 
more than 30 yen, or to the loss of right 
to obtain passports, or to both such fine 
and loss, 
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DRAFT 
HARBOUR REGULATIONS. 


Whereas the Government of Japan 
deem it expedient that certain rules 
should be made for the maintenance of 
order and for the preservation of life and 
property within the harbours of the open 
ports of Japan, therefore they have 
enacted and established the following 


Regulations. 


Art. L. 


The boundaries, limits, and ancho 
of the open ports shall henceforth 
defined and Sew to be as follows :— 

At Yokohama :—The limits of the port 
shall be comprised within a line drawn 
from Juni-ten (Mandarin Bluff) to the 
Light oy + and thence due north to a 
point on the shore to the east of the mouth 
of the Tsurumi river. 

At Kobe :—The limits of the port shall 
be comprised within the place where the 
two lines meet at a right angle, one 
drawn from the centre of the Round 
Tower Fort situated on the mouth of the 
Minato river due east, and the other 
drawn from the mouth of the Ikuta river 
due south, 

At Niigata :—The limits of the port 
shall be comprised, on the outside, within 
a line drawn as far as two nautical miles 
from Niigata-hama to the north-west on 
the west; and a line drawn as far as one and 
a half nautical miles from Yamashita 
Shinten to the north-east on the east, the 
two lines being connected with a line 
drawn between them; and on the inside, 
within a line from the mouth of the 
Kuriku river, on the east of the Shinano 
river to the Custom House. 

At Ebisuminato:—The limits of the 

rt shall be comprised within a line 
Salen between Shiidomari-mura and 
Isori-mura on the outside; and a line . 
drawn from Minato-cho, on the eastern 
shore of the Kamo lake, to Kamo-mura 
vo the north-western shore of the same 

ake. 


At Osaka:—The limits of the port 
shall be comprised within lines drawn 
from the mouth of the Samon river on 
the north and from the mouth of the 
Yamato river on the south to a distance 
of six nautical miles, respectively, connect- 
ing them by a line drawn between each 
end of the two lines. 

At Nagasaki :—The limits of the port 
shall be comprised within a straight Hine 
drawn between Kanzaki and Megami. 

At Hakodate :—The limits of the port 
shall be comprised within a straight ns 
drawn from the southern end of Daimachi 
to a point on the east of the mouth of 
Arikawa river, Kami-iso-mura. 


Arr. I. 


The master of every vessel when in 
sight of port shall hoist the ship’s ensign 
and number at the mast head, and the 
same shall be kept flying until the ship 
shall have been reported at the Harbour 


Master’s office. 


Arr. III, 


The master of every vessel shall within 
24 hours after arrival within the limits 
of any harbour, report the arrival of his 
ship at the Harbour Master’s office, under 
a penalty not exceeding 50 yen on refusal 
or neglect of the master to do so, 


Art. LV. 


No vessel temporarily anchored outside 
the limits of a port shall, without per- 
mission from the Harbour Master, hold 
any actual communication with the shore. 
The master of every vessel arriving at a 
port shall take up the berth pointed out 
to him by the Harbour Master, and shall 
straightway moor his ship properly at 
the berth assigned and hee a clear 
hawse, and shail not remove from it to 
any other berth without permission, 
except in case of necessity, to be decided 
by the Harbour Master, under a penalt 

not exceeding 100 yen; and he shall 
immediately remove his vessel to any 
new berth, when required to do 80 
by the Harbour Master, under a fine 


not exceeding 20 yen for every hour 
that the vessel shall remain in her former 
berth after notice to remove shall have 
been given by the Harbour Master. 


Arr. V. 


The master of every vessel shall im- 
mediately clear hawse, shift berth, or 
obey any other order which the Harbour 
Master may think fit to give. From the 
ist day of June to the last day of October 
in every year the royal and a Nant 
yards and masts of every vesse shall be 
sent down and jibbooms ri in on 
the first approach of bad weather, and a 
spare bower or sheet anchor shall be in 
readiness; steamers — also be 

repared to get up steam whenever the 
oe signal " exhibited during the five 
months above designated. Any master 
wilfully disobeying or neglecting this 
regulation shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding 200 yen. 


Art. VI. 


Twenty four hours before the in- 
tended departure of a vessel from port 
the master shall, under a penalty not 
exceeding 50 yen, hoist a “blue-peter” 
on board thereof, which shall be kept so 
flying (during the usual hours) until 
her , Bisco and shall also give due 
notice to the Harbour Master. 

This rule is applicable to coastin 
vessels, so far as their stay in port will 
permit. 


Art. VII. 


No dead body shall be thrown over- 
board within the limits of any harbour 
under any circumstances whatever, under 
a penalty not exceeding 500 yen, to be 
a by the master of the vessel ; and no 

last, ashes or refuse of any kind shall 
be thrown overboard within the said 
limits under a penalty not exceeding 100 
yen, to be paid by the master of the 
vessel from which such ballast, ashes, 
or refuse of any kind shall have been 
thrown. A boat will, weather ee 
visit every such vessel daily during her 
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stay in port, for the purpose of receiving 
ashes and refuse; and every vessel mak- 
ing use of said boat will be charged a 
moderate fee for such service. The forego- 
ing provisions shall also apply in all 
respects to all ships of war. 


Art. VIII. 


No person shall be permitted to take 
ballast, sand, soil or stone from any place 
in the ports without previously obtaining 
written permission from the Harbour 
Master to do so under a penalty of 50 yen 
for each boat-load so taken. 


Art. IX. 


Every commanding officer of a ship of 
war or master of any other vessel arriving 
at a Japanese port from any port or place 
where any infectious or contagious disease 
shall have existed at the time of the 
departure of such vessel, and on board 
of which there is or has been during the 
voyage a case of infectious or contagious 
disease of any kind, shall hoist a yellow 
flag; and no person shall leave or board 
any such vessel as aforesaid, nor shall any 
communications whatever be held with 
any other vessel, or boat, or with the 
shore, until written permission shall have 
been given by the Health Officer of the 
port. The boarding officer on nearing 
such ship shall be informed of the nature 
of such disease, that proper precautions 
may be taken and assistance rendered. 
A penalty not exceeding 200 yen shall be 
exacted for a violation of any one of the 
feregoing provisions. But if quarantine 
hen tae established, any such vessel as 
aforesaid shall before approaching the 
port conform to the regulations in force 
for the time being. 


Art. X. 


Every commanding officer of a ship of 
war or master of any other such vessel as 
is mentioned in the last preceding article, 
shall forthwith take up, or remove his 
ship toany berth which shall be pointed 
out to him by the Harbour Master, and 
there remain and keep the yellow fla 
flying until a clean bill of health deed 


} 


by the Health Officer be given; and shall 
afford free access and render every 
assistance to any Health Officers who may 
be directed by the proper authorities to 
visit such ship, under a penalty not 
exceeding 200 yen for each offence. 

The provisions of this article and of 
the poser. article, shall also apply 
in all respects to all ships of war or other 
vessels in port, on board of which any 
such disease may occur during their stay 
in port. 


Arr. XL 


In case of fire occuring on board any 
vessel within the limits of any port, 
the ship’s bell shall be rung, and shall be 
kept ringing until assistance is rendered. 
The signal “I am on fire” (N. M. Com- 
merci coeag dep very also be hoisted, if the 
fire occurs by day, or the signal light 


lowered and hoisted continually, if by 
night. 


Art. XII. 


na 2 or fireworks shall be dis- 


charged on board any vessel within the 
limits of a port, except as signals by mail 
steamers on entering or leaving port, or 
by special permission of the Harbour 
Master, under a penalty not exceeding 
200 yen in case of a violation of this 
provision. 


Arr. XIIL. 


All masters of vessels when in port 
shall cause to be exhibited from sunset 
to sunrise.a bright white light at an 
elevation of not exceeding 20 feet 
above the hull, and, in case of hulks or 
dismanted vessels, wherever it can be best 
seen, in a globular lantern of not less 
than 8 inches in diameter, and so con- 
structed as to show a clear, uniform, and 
unbroken light, visible all round the 
horizon at a distance of at least one nau- 
tical mile. Non-compliance with this 
provision shall entail a penalty not ex- 
ceeding 100 yen. 


Arr. XIV. 


No pitch, tar, resin, grease, or other 
highly inflammable substance, shall be 
heated on board any vessel within the 
limits of any harbour, but the same may 
be heated on a boat or raft hanging at a 
safe distance astern of such vessel. 

Any master disobeying or neglecting 
this regulation shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding 100 yen. 


Arr. XV. 


The pennant G of the Commercial code 
hoisted at the fore during the day, or a 
blue or flash light exhibited at night 
shall be considered as signals for the 
assistance of the harbour sais 


Arr. AVI. 


The master of any vessel in a Japanese 
port, who shall make or cause to be made 
fast to any of the public lightships, bea- 
cons, or buoys, or their moorings, any rope, 
chain, or other gear, or shall foul or in 
any way damage or injure the said light- 
ships, beacons, or buoys, or their moorings, 
shall pay @ fine for each offence not 
exceeding 25 yen, in addition to cost of 
repairing or replacing the same. 


Arr. XVII. 


A fairway shall be kept for the passage 
of sea-going and coast steamers, and 
no vessels or boats of any description 
shall be allowed to anchor within such 
fairway. The master of any vessel 
or boat dropping anchor, or otherwise 
ea such fairway, shall be liable 


to a fine for each offence not exceeding 
50 yen, in addition to any fine otherwise 
incurred under these regulations in the 
case of sea-going vessels ; and in the case 
of boats licensed by the Harbour Master 
to a like fine, in addition to forfeiture of 
license, if so adjudged by the Harbour 
Master. 


Art. XVIII. 


Any wreck or other substances being 
a source of danger, or offering any obstacle 


to the free navigation of a harbour, or of 
any entrance thereto, shall on the written 
pee of the Harbour Master be removed 
within a limit to be named in such order; 
and if not so removed, may be removed 
or destroyed by the Harbour Master at 
the expense of the owner thereof. 


Art. XIX. 


Harbour Masters shall have power 
from time to time to fix the place of 
anchorage for coasting steamers and to 
grant permission to the owners of such 
steamers to lay down permanent moor- 
ings to be by them approved, but no coast- 
ing steamer shall drop anchor or moor 
within the fairway provided by Art. 
XVIL. of these lations; and no 
permanent moorings shall be laid down 
or maintained within the limits of a port 
without the written permission of the 
Harbour Master; and if necessary, in his 
opinion, any of the existing mooring 
may be shifted. The Harbour Master 
may authorize any vessel to be made fast 
to any unoccupied moorings; but will 
endeavour to have the berth clear in time 
for the occupation of any vessel belongin 
to the owner of such moorings, provid 
he has received reasonable notice of the 
expected arrival of such vessel. Any 
mooring that shall not, for a space of six 
months, have been occupied by a vessel, 
the property of the owner of such moor- 
ings, shall, on the written order of the 
Harbour Master, be forthwith taken upand 
removed, and if not so removed, may be 
removed by the Harbour Master at the 
expense of the owner. 


Art. XX. 


Harbour Masters shall have power 
to direct and enforce the anchorage of 
ships in such parts of harbours for the 


hen time to time think necessary. 


Art. XXI. 


A 5 sey rtion of Japanese harbours 
shall aot onal for the anchorage of 


\ 
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ships-of-war, and within such anchorage 
no other vessel or boat of any description 
shall be permitted to anchor, without 
the special sanction of the Harbour Master 
being in each case obtained. 


Arr. X XI. 


No powder-hulk or vessel of any de- 
scription used for storing gunpowder or 
any other explosive material will be al- 
lowed to remain within two miles of any 
port, and any such powder-hulk, or vessel 
must at all times be open for inspection 
to the duly authorized Officers of the 
Government, so as to ensure proper 
precautions on board of such hulk or 
vessel for the prevention of accidents; and 
in case the owner or person in a 
shall refuse to allow such inspection, he 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
200 yen. 


Art. XXIII. 


The master of every vessel arriving off 
a Japanese port and having on board such 
vessel petroleum, gunpowder, dynamite, or 
any other explosive, highly inflammable, 
or otherwise dangerous materials, shall 
on no account come amongst the shipping 
in any harbour, whilst any such danger- 
ous materials remain on Bee 3 under a 
penalty not exceeding 500 yen for an 
violation of this provision; but shall 
anchor beyond the ‘limits of the harbour 
and immediately communicate to the 
Harbour Master that he has such dan- 
erous materials on board; and shall 
a te them into a hulk or magazine 
intended for that purpose and situated 
at a safe distance from the port and under 
the direction of the Harbour Master. 


Art. XXIV. 


The master of every such vessel as is 
mentioned in the last preceding article 
shall, as soon as ible, remove his vessel 
to the berth pointed out by the Harbour 
Master, and the said vessel shall not be 
removed in without permission in 
writing of the Harbour Master, under a 
penalty not exceeding 500 yen for every 
violation of this provision. 


Art XXV. 


The master of a vessel having on 
board, or being about to ship, tranship, 
or discharge petroleum, gunpowder, 
dynamite, or any other explosive, highly 
imflammable or otherwise dangerous 
materials shall forthwith report the 
fact at the Harbour Master’s Office, 
and upon every vessel, lighter, barge, 
boat, or other craft having on board any 
such explosive material as aforesaid, there 
shall be flown and kept flying at the 
highest mast head a red flag. Any master 
disobeying or pee this regulation 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
200 yen for each lence. 


Arr. XXVL. 


Every failure to observe and every 
violation of any provision of these a 
lations to which no penalty is specially 


attached herein, may be punished by a 
fine not less than 20 yen and not exceed- 


ing 500 yen. 
Arr. XX VIL. 


In construing the foregoin lations, 
the word “ wr ag shall t be held to mean 
a vessel of foreign form of construction 
and to include hulks, storeships, and 
lighters, but shall not include ships of war 
ubless specified. 

Fines shall be paid in Japanese silver 
coin of one yen denomination. The word 
“Harbour Master,” shall include the 
deputies and assistants of a Harbour 
Master; and the word “Master,” shall — 


have the same signification as it has in the 
Trade Regulations. 


Arr. XXVIII. 


A copy of these regulations, shall be 
delivered to the officer in command of 
every vessel arriving in port, provided 
that no copy thereof shall have been sup- 
plied to such vessel within the twelve 
months immediately preceding her said 
arrival. But extra may be obtained 
on payment of a fee of one yen. 


Art. XXIX. 


These regulations may be revised from 
time to time, as may be found necessary 
by the Japanese Government, by giving 
three months’ notice before such revision 
shall come into force.

Arr. II. 


If no valid objection exists, the Custom 
House Authorities will authorize storage 
to be provided in the Bonded Ware- 
houses for the goods named in the ware- 
housing Entry, and the goods can then 
be warehoused, but no can be 
received into Bonded Ware unless 
a Warehousing Entry for the same shall 
have been duly passed by the Custom 
House Authorities. 


Arr. III. 


On the completion of the delivery at 
thie Bonded Warehouses of the merc 
a for which a oe 6 has 
passed, a receipt for such goods, 
called a warrant, a the form marked 
“B,” will be issued to the consignee or 
owner of the goods. This document will 
be sealed both by the Superintendent of 
the Bonded Warshouseh and by the Cus- 
toms Authorities. 


Arr. IV.

Arr. V. 


The duties and storage charges due 
upon the goods must paid before 
delivery can be authorized by the Cus- 
toms. Every application for delivery 
must be made to the Customs Authorities 
in the form marked “ D,” and on being 
passed by the Customs the applicant 
must take immediate delivery of the 
goods therein named. 


Art. VI. 


The Warrant given for the goods de- 
posited in the Bonded Warehouses may be 
made out in one, or as many documents 
as the owner of the goods may require. 
The Warrants shall be printed, and will 
be issued by the Customs Authorities at 
a charge of thirty sen for each Warrant. 


Art. VII. 


Goods of a lower value than five hun- 
dred dollars will not be received into the 
Bonded Warehouses. 


Arr. VIII. 


As the time of delivering the goods, a 
slip containing particulars of the sto 
charges due on each specific delivery will 
* be made up at the office of the Bonded 
Warehouses and handed to the owner or 
consignee. 


Arr. LX, 


As soon as the goods are entered at 
the Bonded Warehouse, they shall be in 
the charge of the Customs Authorities, 
who will be responsible for their safe 
custody and due delivery, risks from 


fire and convulsions of the elements alone 


excepted. 
Arr. X. 


Damaged goods must be stored without 
detriment to other , and on such 


conditions as the toms Authorities 
may find it necessary to impose upon the 
owner. 


Art. XI. 


All orders for delivery should bear 
the same signature as the Warehousing 
Entry, or that of an employé duly au- 
thorized to sign for the firm in whose 
service he is, in which case written notice 
of the employé being so authorized may 
be required to be furnished by the firm 
to the Superintendent of the Bonded 
Warehouses. 


Art. XII. 


On the occtirrence of a change of 
ownership in the goods stored in the 
Bonded Warehouses, a formal declara- 
tion of the change must be endorsed on 
the warrant, which, when thus endorsed, 
must be exhibited to the Superintendent 
of the Bonded Warehouses, who will 
take note of the transfer. 


Art. XIII. 


In the event of the loss of a warrant 
or warrants, notice must be given to the 
Superintendent of the Bonded Warehouses, 
who will stop the delivery on such 
document, and after the holder has made 
every endeavour by public advertisement, 
or otherwise, to obtain the warrant so 
lost, a fresh document will be re-issued 
upon application made by the original 
owner to that effect, he handing at the 
same time a written undertaking holdin 
the Customs Authorities harmless, shoul 
the original document be produced. 


Art. XIV. 


The Customs Authorities may refuse 
to allow merchandise to remain in the 
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Bonded Warehouses for a longer term 
than one year. If the goods should not 
he cleared within that period, or within 
such extension of it as the Customs 
Authorities may see fit to grant, the 
latter may authorize the sale of the goods 
on giving one month’s notice to the 
holder of the warrant or warrants repre- 
senting the said goods or in his absence 
to his Consul, and also by notification of 
the same at the Custom House and 
Bonded Warehouses, or in any newspaper 
published on the spot. All duties and 
charges due upon the goods, together 
with the expenses of the sale and notifica- 
tion of the same, shall be paid out of the 
proceeds, and the balance, if any, will be 
reserved for a period of 5 years for the 
arty or parties to whom the goods be- 
ong, subject to a reduction of one per 
cent. per month as a fee to the Customs 
for retaining charge of the same; and at 
the expiration of the said term, the sur- 
plus, if any, shall belong to the Japanese 
(jovernment, 


Arr. XY. 


The Bonded Warehouses will be open 
daily during the usual hours of business 
at the Custom House, excepting on Sun- 
days and such public holidays and festi- 
vals as may be publicly announced. But 
any goods, for whicha Warehousing Entry 
has already been made, landed after busi- 
ness hours till sunset will be stored in the 
Warchouses by the officer in charge. 


Ara. XVI. 


The storage charges, until further 
notice, will be those of the annexed 
scale. The smallest charge will be for 
half a month, and any number of days 
under fifteen will be charged as half a 
month. 


Art. XVII, 


Every facility will be given to owners 
of goods to inspect and obtain samples of 
merchandise stored by them in the Bonded 
Warehouses, but no sample can be taken 
from the warehouses without a written 
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order from the owner or consignee, accom- 
panied by the warrant, if called for, re- 
questing delivery of the same. 


Art. XVIII. 


The undermentioned will not be 
received into the Bonded Warehouses. 
All goods free of duty, Building Materials, 
er ag Saltpetre, Chemicals, Tar, 
Pitch, Seeds, Oils, Liquid Indigo, and 
such other articles as are of an explosive, 
inflammable, or otherwise dangerous 
character. 


Art. XIX. 


If the Customs Authorities suppose that 
goods in cases or packages differ in their 
contents from the Warehousing Entry, 
they may at any time open “e inspect 
the same, due notice having been given 
to the owner, so that he may be present 
at such inspection, and in the event of 
any error having been made either in the 
description of goods or number of pieces 
the owner must pass a fresh Warehousin 
Entry for the same, on which a fee o 


three yen will be levied. 


Art. XX. 


In the event of any article placed in 
the Bonded Warehouses becoming putrid 
or otherwise offensive, notice must be 
given by the Customs Authorities to the 
owner, who must pay duty on the same 
and take delivery forthwith. If, within 
two days of such notice the same 
be not taken away, the Customs Authori- 
ties will deal with the goods as they deem 
necessary. The expense of such survey 
shall be paid by the owner of such goods. 


Arr. XXI. 


The Bonded Warehouses will be open 
for sto of Japanese merchandise 
beonglt. Bes the other open ports of 
Japan, for re-export in their original 
packages, in the same manner and on the 
same conditions as merchandise imported 
from foreign countries. No packages, 
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however, will be received unless in a 
sound and secure condition. 


Art. XXII. 


Persons transacting business at the 
Bonded Warehouses will be required to 
use the printed forms prescribed by the 
regulations. These forms can always be 
obtained at the office of the Bonded 
Warehouses, and a small charge will be 
made. 


Art, XXIII. 


These regulations, together with the 
scale of storage fees, may be revised from 
time to time, as may be found necessary, 
by the Japanese Government, by giving 
three months, notice before such revision 
shall come into force.

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TO BE INSERTED AS AN ARTICLE IN THE 
TRADE REGULATIONS. 


1. Goods of foreign production or 
manufacture reimported into Japan, after 
having been exported therefrom, shall 
pay import duties in accordance with the 
tariff, notwithstanding duty may have 
been paid upon such goods when orig- 
inally imported. 

2. Goods of Japanese production or 
manufacture hse back from foreign 
countries to Japan shall pay an ad valorem 
duty of five (5) per cent. 

5. Goods of foreign production or 
manufacture exported from Japan shall 
be allowed to pass free of export duty, 
provided their quality and condition 
remain unchanged since the date of im- 
a and that three years shall not 
save ela since they were imported; 
ee also, that the exporter shall 
produce the import permit, and prove to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of 
Customs the identity of the goods with 
those described in the permit. 

And when such as are described 
in the preceding clause are, within one 
year from the date of their importation,

after they have been removed from the 
custody and control of the Customs, the 
importer thereof, in addition to being al- 
lowed to such goods free of export 
duty, shall beentitled to receivea drawback 
of ninety (90) per cent of all duties paid 
thereon, provided that all changes due to 
the Customs upon the said goods shall 
have been paid; that they are bona fide 
exported to a foreign country; that they 
are so exported in the casks, cases, chests, 
boxes, trunks, or pac in which they 
were originally imported, without having 
been opened or unpacked since their im- 
portation; that they shall be at the time 
of their export subject to such examina- 
tion and inspection as the Customs 
Authorities may deem necessary to deter- 
mine their identity with the goods descri- 
bed in the import permit; and, further, 
that no such drawback of duties shall be 

id to any one except to the original 
importer of the goods or his ume fter 
the export of any goods, as hereinbefore 
provided, the importer thereof or his agent 
shall obtain an export permit, upon the 
presentation of which to the Superinten- 
dent of Customs he shall be entitled to

receive the amount of drawbacks due

If the s so exported are landed, or 
attempted to be landed in any part of the 
Empire of Japan, without the payment of 
duties, the same shall be summarily 
confiscated by the Japanese Government, 
and, in addition, twice the amount of 
duties refunded shall be forfeited to the 
Customs by the importer or his agent.

as to all vessels arriving at either of said Ports, 
from localities affected with Cholera. 

All Commanders, Masters, and Officers of 
Vessels bearing the flag of the United States of 
America in Japan will be required to conform 
in all respects to said Regulation and for all 
violations thereof by citizens of the United States 
within this Empire, such citizens so offending 
shall be held to answer as for a misdemeanor 
before the Consular Courts of the United States 
in Japan and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished in accordance with the laws of the 


United States.

IMPERIAL DECREE NO. 31. 


* is hereby decreed that vessels arriving from 
localities infected with cholera shall be in- 
spected according to the following Regulations : 


REGULATIONS FOR THE INSPECTION 
OF VESSELS ARRIVING FROM LOCALI- 
TIES INFECTED WITH CHOLERA. 


1.— All vessels arriving from localities infected 
with cholera shall be subject to medical inspec- 
tion, and no vessel so arriving shall proceed to 
her destination or communicate with the shore 
or other vessels, or land her crew, passengers 
or cargo, until a written permission so to do, 
signed by one of the inspecting officers, shall 
have been so granted as herein after provided. 


2.—When there are no cholera patients, or 
bodies of persons who may have died of the 
said disease, on board such vessels the inspec- 
ting officers shall forthwith grant permission to 
such vessels to proceed to their destination and 
communicate with the shore or other vessels and 
to land their crew, passengers and cargo. 


3.—Vessels so arriving and having on board 
cholera patients or the bodies of persons who 
may have died of the said disease, shall be 
required to anchor at a place designated by the 
inspecting officers at a safe distance from the 
land and other vessels. 


The patients shall be sent to the quarantine 
hospital or to their residences or other places 
which the inspecting officers may deem suitable. 
The dead bodies (if any) of persons who may 
have died of the said disease, shall (at the op- 
tion of persons interested, if any) be either 
burned at a place prepared by the local authori- 
ties for that purpose or buried after undergoing 
thorough disinfection at such place as the local 
authorities may designate. 


After final disposition of such patients and 
dead bodies (if any) shall have been made, the 
inspecting officers shall thoroughly disinfect the 
crew and passengers and shall thereupon grant 
permission for them to land. The inspecting 
officers shall thoroughly disinfect said vessels 
and such portion of their cargoes as may be 
considered to be of an infectious character and 
thereupon grant permission for them to proceed 
to their destination or communicate with the 
shore or other vessels and to land cargo. 


4.—Any person or persons who shall con- 
travene or infringe the provisions of the fore- 
going regulations or shall in any manner interfere 


| with the execution of said provisions shall be 


punished according to the criminal code. 

5.—The localities where these regulations 
shall be put in force and the length of time for 
which they shall be continued in force, will be 
determined from time to time by the Minister 
of the Interior.
